On Missing Miss Saigon 

Both New York's Lesbian and Gay Community Service* Center and Ihe 
Lambda Legal Defense Fund have kxig been In Ihe forefront of progressive 
community activism. Thus it's unfortunate that both group* planned major 
fund-raisers around the controversial Broadway musical Mia Saigon, over 
the objections of Asun-American lesbian and gay organizations 

Mia Saigon almost missed Broadway last year when Actor's Equity 
protested the casting of a white actor in the lead tote. The controversy 
abated only when the show's producer threatened to cancel the entire 
mega-production if the star were not allowed to appear Many Asian 
Americans weir, and still are. furious that their objections were set aside 
for financial reasons 

Despile the emooons aroused by that episode, both lambda and (he 
Center Inexplicably chose Miss Saigon as a fund raising vehicle. When this 
became widely known, lesbian and gay Asian-American groups objected 
They made public a charge, mosdy obscured during the original debase, that 
the musKal is inherently racist and sexist in to depiction of Asiarv American 
women And they calcd upon Lambda and the Center to caned their benefits 
or stand accused of insensiUvlty to the issues and interests of queer Asians. 

The Center has halted ticket sales pending a final decision. Sody. Lamb¬ 
da, dung the financial burdens of canceftaiion, is govrtg ahead with its benefit. 

Supporters of Lambda's decision challenge the Asian-Amcrican 
groups' charge that the show is racist, question the groups' Inning, dis¬ 
pute the supposed tyranny of a PC "dictatorship of the oppressed," 
which seeks to dictate community policies, and ask why a compromise 
short of complete cancellation ts unacceptable They lament that lesbian 
and gay Asian Americans should target a worthy organization while so 
many genuine enemies abound. And they darkly hint that conservative, 
white financial backers have threatened to withdraw monetary support 
to Lambda if they cave in to the Asun Americans' "extremist" demands 

Yet it would take a thick pair of moral blinders for community 
groups like Lambda to question the genuine hurt fell by Asian Americans, 
or to value money, even lots of money, over the goodwill of such a huge 
and traditionally oppressed portion of our queer family Accusations of a 
"PC dktatoeship* are absurd m light of Asian Americans' (rackuonal power¬ 
lessness and invisibility within (he queer world If anything, hints of a 
whae backlash only prove that if a dictatorship exists, it's hardly Asian 
Americans at the helm 

Asian Americans are particularly upset because they well know that if 
Mia Saigon had been Mia Harlem or Mia San Juan or. for that matter. Miss 
Thing, it's unlikely to have been consideied as benefit material But the 
token sensitivity—and benefit of the doubt—extended to other oppressed 
groups is rarely extended to lesbian and gay Asian Americans This reality 
tends, lightly, to lessen Asun Americans' appetite for compromise. 

On a purely practical level, the damage to Lambda's reputation, both 
within (he Aslan American community and among progressives in general, 
will probably outweigh even the considerable loss of funds that a cancel¬ 
lation would cause. Employees of that organization are already repotting 
ddficulties working among communities of color, and their effort!, mdud 
ing fund-raising efforts, are sure to be hampered well into the future 

Pund-raismg has an ethic of Its owrt to reflect in practical ways the 
values of tho*c raising the funds Though usually sensitive and Inclusive. 
Lambda In this case has faded (hat rest, and « wil undoubtedly suffer 
negative consequences for a long lime lo come. 

Through its decreased effectiveness, so will we aQ

There are some 'missing 
links' in your coverage about 
the Hispanic AIDS Forum and 
ACT UP/NY'S Latina/o Caucus. 
It saddens me to see a com¬ 
munity-based organization 
attacked in a non-constructrve 
way. Where was the dialog in 
this situation? The histrionics 
which the Caucus engaged in 
when they fmaBy were able to 
meet with a few members of 
HAF's board allowed the 
board's members (only five 
out of 19 members were pre¬ 
sent) to focus on personalibes 
and drama instead of issues. 

One of the major partici¬ 
pants in these events was a 
recently dismissed employee. 
Joe Franco, who created yet 
another distraction from the 
Caucus' very real and justified 
issues with HAF 

Last November. I had an 
expenence attending a round¬ 
table discussion for HIV pre¬ 
vention strategies among gay 
Latino men sponsored by HAF. 
which made clear to me that 
the organization had some seri¬ 
ous problems in serving the 
community. The HAF leader for 
the day began the event by 
identifying himself as a PWA 
and requesting that each per¬ 
son present identify themselves 
as HIV-positive or HIV-negative, 
straight or gay. IVDU and by 
their racial background. In spite 
of some participants' reserva- 
bons about this approach, it did 
create some openness and 
informality within the group. 

However, what followed 
more than destroyed any posi¬ 
tive mood that had just been 
established The HAF leader 
essentially held the audience 
hostage all day wilh an endless 


monologue about his personal 
history and experiences. This 
diatribe was peppered with 
insensitive epithets, including 
in particular the repeated use 
of the word 'bitch.' One of the 
women present finally asked 
him not to continue using that 
word, to which he replied. 


the American Kennel Club 
using that word,' which left 
the audience stunned. At that 
point it was 4 pm and we 
demanded that we get on with 
an actual strategy discussion 
which was, after all. what we 
were led to believe the day was 
going to be about 

As we filed out later. I 
found myself wondering how 
someone who would speak and 


behave like this could effective¬ 
ly and sensitively represent the 
needs of the Labna/o commu¬ 
nity, bearing in mind the addi¬ 
tional irony that he. Joe Franco, 
cannot even speak Spanish. 

I question if the tactics 
used against HAF by the Cau¬ 
cus have been constructive and 
effective in addressing the 


Caucus and the full member¬ 
ship of the board of HAF to 
meet immediately to work on a 
plan of action together which 
addresses the conbnuing daily 
decimation of the Latma/o com¬ 
munity from AIDS. Get over it 
people! Fight the real 
enemy—AIDS—not each other

As staff members who 
have been employed by the 
Hispanic AIDS Forum for 
almost two years, we take 
offense to the article "Latino 
AIDS Group Comes Under 
Angry ACT UP Fire." (no. 89. 
March 13). and even more to 
the irresponsible and mis¬ 
informed editorial which was 
wntten in the same issue. 

The Labna/o AIDS activists 
of ACT UP. have been distribut¬ 
ing flyers they call the "Naked 
Truth About HAF." which have 
personally and viciously at¬ 
tacked the HAF board, present 
staff and the executive drector, 
Miguehna Maldonado We know 
the truth and we know that their 
version of the "Naked Truth 
About HAT is a (kg He. 

The charges lodged 
which state that HAF has no 
policy stances regarding dif¬ 
ferent issues on AIDS, is ludi¬ 
crous! Labna/o AIDS activist's 
attacks, which seem to get so 
quickly printed in OutWeek, 
are ful of holes. Has ACT UP 
already forgotten that HAF 
marched with them to support 
needle exchange; do they 
know that we support ADAPT 
and their policies and will con- 
bnue to? Where were the Lab¬ 
na/o AIDS activist and their 
self-appointed leaders when 
the CDC reported the July 
1990 mortality figures on 
women with AIDS? HAF and 
the Committee for Hispanic 
Families and Children were the 
only two Hispanic organiza- 
bons protesting the exclusion 
of Latinas as an ethnic catego¬ 
ry (32 percent of female AIDS 
cases) from the report. Is 
HAF’s policy not clear on 
issues concerning gay men? 
We were the first Latino AIDS

outreach program to men who 
have sex with men—in spite 
of the entrenched homophobia 
in our community. What about 
lesbians? HAFs women's pro¬ 
ject is very sensitive and rec¬ 
ognizes Latina lesbian issues. 

What about the composi¬ 
tion of HAFs board? The Lati- 
na/o AIDS activists of ACT UP 
charge that the board lacks a 
single openly gay or HIV-posi¬ 
tive member. Bullshit! We 
know gay members of HAFs 
board—and so do Latina/o 
AIDS activists. We also know 
members of the board who are 
HIV-positive. However, as 
AIDS-service professionals, we 
respect their right to confiden¬ 
tiality! Just like we know that 
Latina/o AIDS activists also 
respect their members' right 
not to be publicly HIV-positive. 
And why is it that Latina/o 
AIDS activists fail to ever men¬ 
tion that some front-line HAF 
staff members are openly gay 
and HIV-positive like Luis E. 
Nieves-Rosa and Felipe Her¬ 
nandez? And Martin Peraza 
who’s recovering from chemi¬ 
cal dependency? We'll tell you 
why—Because it will clearly 
show they are a bunch of liars! 

And why is it that Out- 
Week refused to print state¬ 
ments made by Luis E. Nieves- 
Rosa and Felipe Hernandez 
after an hour-long interview? 
We'll tell you wtiy-Because it 
would also clearly show that 
Latma/o AIDS activists are a 
bunch of liars! Our statements 
of the facts would have put too 
many holes in Latina/o AIDS 
activists' arguments. Who is 
OutWeek working for. ACT 
UP? They certainly don't rep¬ 
resent AIDS-service organiza¬ 
tions and do not practice 
responsible reporting, which is 
the only reason we chose to 
speak to them. And they most 
certainly do not represent the 
Latino lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity. If OutWeek did, they 
wouldn’t be in a partnership 
trying to dismantle the only 


organization which exclusively 
advocates on the behalf of 
Latinos. That's right. Latina/o 
AIDS activists, whether you 
like it or not HAF is still the 
only Latino AIDS organization 
providing services in New York 
City. All you do is try to stop 
people from doing their jobs. 

And how about Latina/o 
AIDS activists' newly self- 
appointed leader and former 
HAF employee who can't speak 
Spanish, refused to learn while 
he was employed here and 
only "recently’ became aware 
that he was Latino? He openly 
criticizes HAFs Entre Hombres 
Project’s Safety Net Parties, 
which he never once attended. 
He even refused to attend one 
of the gatherings. 

As far as Mr. Rotello's 
argument and "concern’ about 
the location of HAFs offices, 
we're here to inform you that 
we have secured office space 
in Jackson Heights and are 
negotiating in the South Bronx 
Unfortunately, those Latina/o 
AIDS activists who were for¬ 
mer employees of HAF, earning 
salaries from AIDS funds, 
never did the jobs they agreed 
to do. 

Who then is really per¬ 
forming “genocidal negligence 
and betrayal" to the Latino 
community? Where were the 
Latina/o AIDS activists five 
years ago when HAF was 
founded in 1985, before AIDS 
became so "trendy'? Where 
were they when HAF was 
actively recruiting members? 
The tragedy of AIDS in the Lati¬ 
no community cannot be 
blamed on one person or one 
organization. We never said we 
could do everything, and we 
recognize that there are large 
unmet needs in services, but 
we stand proudly by what we 
have done We challenge Lati¬ 
na/o AIDS activists to accept 
their responsibility and unite 
with the Latinos who are 
already fighting AIDS among 
Hispanics. It's easy to be an 
activist, scream at everyone. 


criticize what’s being 
done—the hard part is begin¬ 
ning the process as HAF did.

am claiming to have the final 
word on ‘how much’ and 
’what kind’ of homophobia « 
acceptable, I can only suggest 
he read my review again, 
more closely. It he believes 
that any claim to such a final 
word is offensive he should 
read his own letter again, 
more closely. Like the anti¬ 
porn feminists of the early 
'80s Mr. Ebel reads his repre¬ 
sentation literally; as pornog¬ 
raphy 1 caused’ rape, so Buf¬ 
falo BiH will ‘cause’gay-bash¬ 
ing. Such an argument 
refuses to take into account 
the far more complex under¬ 
standings of representation 
that feminists have been 
debating for years. This is 
perhaps what is most offen¬ 
sive about Mr. Ebel: His 
explicit anti-feminism. I would 
say, even sexism.

itself from a society that had 
defined it as pathological 
and/or morally deviant. Implic¬ 
it in this article's title, however, 
and through much of the arti¬ 
cle itself, is the assumption 
that the gay community has 
the right to define not only the 
nature of bisexuality, but 
whether it even exists as a 
genuine sexual preference. 
Interestingly, the stereotypes 
gays assign to bisexuals seem 
to echo the same charges of 
pathology and immorality that 
straights once leveled at gays 
(“She's just mixed up." "He 
doesn't have the courage to 
come out as gay.’) Once again, 
a minority will have to reclaim 
the right to define itself from 
the majority, but this time from 
a majority whose past could 
and should have dictated more 
sensitivity and intelligence 
Particularly fascinating to 
me were the comments from 
‘queer academic theorist" Eve 
Kosofsky, a ‘heterosexually 
married woman who has a 
real strong identification with 
gay male politics and identi¬ 
ties' and who calls herself 
'queer.'* Kosofsky claims that 
the gay and lesbian move¬ 
ment isn't interested in draw¬ 
ing the line between being gay 
and bisexual, yet as a gay 
wanna-be(l), she’s scarcely 
speaking from a standpoint of 
academic objectivity Indeed, 
most gays aren't interested in 
drawing that line when it 
comes to financial support for 
their institutions or volunteer 
efforts for their organizations 
or even social contacts, pro¬ 
vided—and here’s the catch- 
bisexuals never mention that 
they are attracted to or have 
relationships with the opposite 
sex, or openly identify as 
bisexual. There's an expres¬ 
sion for what bisexuals experi¬ 
ence under these circum¬ 
stances: it's called being clos¬ 
eted (remember closets?). Let 
Ms. Kosofsky identify her sex¬ 
uality with the less tortuous 
and almost certainly accurate 


term, "bisexual." in her con¬ 
tacts with the gay movement 
and I sincerely doubt she will 
return the same analysis. 

I don't mean to discount 
the author's clear efforts to 
offer a balanced discussion: 
the bisexual community wel¬ 
comes and appreciates con¬ 
structive dialogue between our 
movements. Bisexuals are no 
longer content, however, to be 
made invisible by the gay 
movement, and we won't 
allow our movement to be the 
gay movement, and we won't 


allow our movement to be 
contingent on the gay com¬ 
munity’s permission. Ill leave 
the editors with this thought. 
We're here. I won't argue the 
semantics of whether we're 
"queer." and you just damned 
well better get used to it.

BUYERS’ CLUB 
FOR AIDS DRUGS 
RAIDED BY COPS 

ORLANDO. Fla —State law enforce¬ 
ment officials, reportedly acting on com¬ 
plaints from people with AIDS, have 
raided an Orlando buyer’s dub and 
seized a Luge quantity of AZT. And the 
dub's Latino director claims that he is 
the target of a racist vendetta by health 
officials and white gay men and lesbians. 

Agents of the Honda Department 
of Law Enforcement raided the offices 
of TransAid. which sells unapproved 
AIDS drugs to people with AIDS, and 
the home of the dub's director. Alfredo 
Martinez-Garcia, on March 8. The 
agents, acting on a search warrant, 
seized medical equipment, records and 
an amount of AZT that, according to 
one report, was equal to a 12-to-15- 
month supply. 

The raid was die culmination of a 
months-long investigation that began 
when people with AIDS complained to 
local health officials that services they 
had received from TransAid had made 
them ill Officers were seeking evi¬ 
dence related to charges of dispensing 
medicine without a license, practicing 
medicine without a license and posses¬ 
sion and distribution of a controlled 
substance. Martinez-Garcia was not 
arrested, and no charges have been 
brought against him. 

"Clearly, this is an attempt to chill 
the rights of my dient and prevent him 
from using the available supply of 
AZT,* said Gabriel Kaimowitz. the 
attorney representing .Martinez-Garcia 
•The lesson is, you go through 


approved channels.* 

Kaimowitz claims Martinez-Garcia is 
the victim of a conservative environment 
and the target of the gay community in 
Orlando ‘Martinez-Garcia is die bone of 
the local giy community.* said Kaimowitz. 

"The white-run organizations 
dislike me very much," commented Mar¬ 
tinez-Garcia, who said that his organiza¬ 
tion serves predominantly people of 
color and sex workers. He conceded 
that he has distributed AZT and, on one 
occasion, morphine. 


Martinez-Garcia claimed that he 
only makes AZT available to people 
who cannot afford the high-priced 
AIDS drug. And members of other 
buyers' clubs and health officials told 
OuiWeek that distributing unused AZT 
was a common practice, both national¬ 
ly and In Honda. 

"My concerns were beyond buyers' 
dubs." said William Calvert, die district 
AIDS coordinator for the Honda Depart¬ 
ment of Health and Rehabilitative Ser¬ 
vices who initiated the investigation into 
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TransAid. IMartinez-Garcia) was prac¬ 
ticing medicine and doing a bad job.* 
Calvert told OutWeek that he 
received a number of complaints 
about TransAid over a two-year period 
and acted only when he had five 
signed complaints from people with 
AIDS. Clients of the department of 
health claimed that they became ill 
after receiving services from TransAid. 

*! would love to see (Martinez- 
Garcial continue to do outreach and 
education, arvd I would love to see 
him go out of the medication busi¬ 
ness,* said Calvert 

Calvert's department informed 
the Florida Department of Law 
Enforcement, which began an investi¬ 
gation The enforcement agency 
alleges an undercover police officer 
obtained AZT from TransAid, as well 
as a diagnosis from Martinez-Garcia. 
The enforcement agency also claims 
to have received numerous com¬ 
plaints that Martinez-Carcia was giv¬ 


ing out morphine. 

And members of the gay and les¬ 
bian community in Orlando were sup¬ 
portive of the police action and made 
it dear that there is tremendous ani¬ 
mosity between Martincz-Garcia and 
his gay peers. 

“We're happy to see Alfredo in 
trouble,* said Linda Cartwright, director 
of Orlando's Gay and Lesbian Commu¬ 
nity Center. According to Cartwright, 
Martinez-Garcia was recently removed 
from the center's board of directors, and 
the board voted to bar him from the 
center Speaking of the raid, Cartwright 
said, 'It's not the legality that concerns 
us: Alfredo was hurting people * 

‘Basically, we maintain the posi¬ 
tion that non-professionals should not 
dispense drugs.* said Chuck Hummer, 
director of the Hope A Hdp Center, an 
AIDS service organization in Orlando. 
Hummer, a gay Latino with HIV dis¬ 
ease, characterized Martinez-Garcu's 
relations with the gay and lesbian com¬ 


munity as “very poor,* adding *|Mar-

Budl said that the Board acknowl¬ 
edges that it mode a mistake: "Had we 
known then what we know now, we 
would most certainly not go through with 
it And I doubt very much if it would ever 
happen again But there were things here 
that were irreconcilable." 

The two gay Asian organizations 
that arc protesting Lambda and the Les¬ 
bian and Gay Cammuruty Services Cen¬ 
ter’s association with a play they claim a 
racist and sexist arc not buying Lambda's 
excuse. June Own, a spokesperson for 
the Asian Lesbians of die East Coast, or 
ALOCC which, together with Gay Asian 


and Pacific Islander Men of New York, or 
GAPIMNY, has spearheaded opposition, 
told GurtKwfc They did not take a moral 
position on this, and they sat on k until k 
was too late to act. Nobody took the 
responsibility to inform the baud in time.* 

Chan bdieves that the board never 
arrived at a consensus that the play is 
actually racist and sexist, and that that is 
the buss of the problem. 

They arc passing the buck to the 
ticket-holders, who can decide whether 
to keep their ticket or sell it back. 


Lambda is not acknowledging that 
Asians are pari of the gay community, 
or that women and men, straight and 
white also, find the play offensive." 
Chan stressed that ALOEC and GAPIM¬ 
NY arc not out to sabotage Lambda or 
the Center, but simply want them to 
change as organizations. 

The drama may go west if Miss 
Saigotf s gay producer, Cameron Mackin¬ 
tosh. decides to take it to Los Angelo 
Already, the rumblings of discontent can 
be beard in Lambda's LA office, where

two staff members have offered to take 
pay cuts rather than see Lambda support 
the show.

ASIAN LESBIANS 
CAUCUS IN 
THAILAND 

BANGKOK—Fifty lesbians from 
11 nations attended December’s first 
Asian Lesbian Conference in 
Bangkok, Thailand. 

Delegates were particularly 
happy over the presence of a 
Bangladeshi woman who said that 


she had never met another lesbian in 
her home country. 

The highlight of the three-day 
gathering, according to many dele¬ 
gates, was a traditional Buddhist 
wedding ceremony two women 
staged at the Bangkok Palace. 

The conference's formal agenda 
focused on creating an Asian Lesbian 
Network to fight for lesbian rights 
and lesbian visibility in the region. 

Discussion centered on issues 
such as family, economic dependence 
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WE ARE EVERYWHERE (INCLUDING THE BRONX) 


NEW YORK—Hundreds of gay and lesbian activists 
demonstrated in each of the city's five boroughs last week, 
protesting the frightening rise in anti-queer violence and 
recent incidents of police brutality. 

The actions, which began in the morning on March 9 on 
Staten Island and concluded that evening in the Bronx, were 
organized by the Anti-Violence Project and drew support 
from the Mayor's Office for the Lesbian and Gay Community 
and the city Human Rights Commission. The protesters were 
transported from demo site to demo site in buses. 

In each borough, local lesbian and gay organizations 
assisted in coordinating the protests, and victims of vio¬ 
lence. including the family of Julio Rivera, who was brutally 
murdered last summer, participated in the demonstrations. 


Ironically. Park Slope's New Purity Diner, site of a highly 
publicized anti-lesbian incident last summer and one of the 
targets of the Brooklyn segment of the demonstration, pro¬ 
vided activists with hundreds of sandwiches to tide them 
over during the long day of actions. Despite this gesture of 
conciliation, police surrounded the diner in a protective for¬ 
mation when the protesters marched down Seventh Avenue 
past the establishment. 

Area lesbians had boycotted the New Purity after the 
bashing, as word filtered out that the diner's staff had refused 
to assist the lesbians who were being attacked on the premis¬ 
es. but after last week's friendly gesture, some locals are 
thinking about patronizing the popular establishment again.

Lesbian life varies dramatically 
throughout the continent, dele¬ 
gates reported. The conference 
was organized by the Thai lesbian 
organization Anjaree. whose mem¬ 
bers said that Thai lesbians are 
welcome in some of the many gay 
men’s bars there. 

Japanese lesbians reported that 
they now have their own newsletter. 
Indian lesbians complained about the 
lack of support from feminists. Con¬ 
ferees were conflicted on the ques¬ 
tion of whether non-Asian women 
should be permined to join the Asian 
Lesbian Network. 

Several Asian lesbians living out¬ 
side Asia said (hat white women's 
racism is such a powerful factor for 
them that they did not want white 
women to participate—even if they 
live in Asia. But Asian women living 
in Asia said that sexism—not 
racism—is their major battle. 

Women attended the confercrfce 
from Australia. England, India, 
Indonesia. Japan, Malaysia, the 
Netherlands, the Philippines, Singa¬ 
pore, Taiwan and the United States. 

The next Asian Lesbian Confer¬ 
ence will be in May 1992 in Tokyo.

McLaughlin told Out Week that the 
Republican senator bdicves that the dis¬ 
tribution of condoms ’would help pro¬ 
mote promiscuity’ and therefore did not 
want taxpayers’ dollars to be spent on 
"what he regards as a spurious concept’ 
The Republican senator announced 
plans on March 7 to introduce a bill that 
would deprive public schools of almost 
$3 billion in sate aid If officials allow 
condom distribution to become part of 
the city’s educational program 

And more pressure has been cre¬ 
ated by five New York City lawmakers 
who have initiated a measure to toil 
any school official distributing contra¬ 
ceptives to a minor 

*1 think it's a lot of grandstand¬ 
ing!" accused Kunreuthcr. blasting both 
measures. Stressing the ’vulnerability 
of young people,* she added that atti¬ 
tudes like Marchi’s and the others’ 
could yield "incredibly dire conse¬ 
quences* for our youth. 

’It’s a difficult issue for adults to 
admit that young people are sexually 
active,’ she continued. 

McLaughlin had once admitted 
that Marchi’s measure was unlikely to 
pass in the Democratic-led Assembly. 
However, two days later, as Out Week 
went to press, he reported that Demo¬ 
cratic State Assemblyman Edward Grif¬ 
fith of Brooklyn will sponsor Marchi’s 
bill.

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JUDGE: BASIS 
FOR AIDS BIAS 
IS PERCEPTION 
NOT DIAGNOSIS 

NEW YORK—Employees who ait; 
discriminated against by their employ¬ 
ers because of a perception that they 
have AIDS do not have to prove that 
they actually have the disease in order 
to sue under New York State's Human 
Rights legislation, a court has ruled. 

It is sufficient that the employer 
regards them as having AIDS or any 
other disability and discriminates 
against them on that basis, said Acting 
Justice Beverly S. Cohen, in her denial 
of a motion not to dismiss, in Romei v. 
Sbtll Oil Co , filed recently in Supreme

Court. New York County. 

Michael Romei was employed in 
Shell's Manhattan office as a statistical 
analyst for seven years before resigning 
in June 1989 He alleges that he was 
forced to resign because of his supervi¬ 
sor’s harassment and discrimination. 

The discriminatory treatment started 
when his supervisor was hired a year 
before he left the company, he said. 

*She came in like bulldozer and 
started a campaign against me,* said 
Romei. ‘She suited picking on me and 
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saying that I was undermining her.* 

The treatment abated for a while 
after Romci reported the matter to a 
superior. But it allegedly resumed and 
even increased when Romei was out 
sick for four days with viral infections 
*She made hints to one of the secre¬ 
taries that it was because I was gay. She 
said. ‘You seem to be more susceptible 
to infections,' and hinted that I might 
have AIDS." alleged Romci. However, 
his supervisor, Renata Carlin, never 
actually asked him if he had AIDS. 

Romei alleges that Carlin defamed 
him personally and professionally, that 
he was not only passed up for promo¬ 
tion because of her poor recommenda¬ 


tion but was even demoted and given 
a less responsible job and that his 
career was more or less ruined. 

Since leaving Shell, he has been 
unable to find a comparable job and has 
moved to Florida, where he is working 
for a resort as a front-desk manager. 

*It is fair to say that I’ve gone 
down in the world." he told Out Week 
‘My salary is nothing compared with 
what it used to be." 

Romei is suing Shell under the 
state's Human Rights Law for harass¬ 
ment. discrimination and slander. 

Shell tried to stymie the case, 
arguing that it should be dismissed 
because the law required that litigants 


prove that they were discriminated 
against because of an actual disability 
and could not base a claim on the 
mere perception of one. 

But Justice Cohen ruled that a 1983 
amendment to the Executive Law was 
"intended to expand its reach so that 
protection can be provided to employ¬ 
ees who are discriminated against by 
their employers based on a condition 
regarded by the employer as an impair¬ 
ment even if the employee does not, in 
fact, have such a disability.* 

Romci's lawyer, Margaret Winter, a 
sole practitioner in Manhattan, said 
that "this clarifies the taw. This is the 
first case the squarely holds that you

tears Ltd. v. City of New York Commis¬ 
sion on Human Rights, reached the 
same conclusion, but it was obiter 
dicta and therefore could not form a 
binding precedent.

RABBI WANTED 

NEW YORK—Temple Beth Simdut 
Torah, the interdenominational New 
York synagogue serving gay and lesbian 
Jews, is gearing up to search for a rabbi, 
having done wthout one since the con-

gregation formed 18 years ago. 

Mel Rosen, Temple Beth Simchat 
Torah chair, told OutWeek that the 
congregation's ever-increasing needs 
convinced his organization that it 
needed to consider finding a spiritual 
leader. The synagogue is currently 
analyzing the tasks for which it thinks 
a rabbi should be responsible and will 
start its search this month. 

In the early 70s, shortly after the 
synagogue was formed, the congregation 
decided that it didn't need a full-time 
rabbi and instead started a community- 
wide effort to lead services and establish 
religious policies. But since then, its 
membership has grown considerably. 

"We've become a major organiza¬ 
tion," Rosen said, adding that the congre¬ 
gation now includes more than 1,100 
members, making it the largest gay and 
lesbian synagogue m the country 

"If we hired a rabbi just to work on 


AIDS, that alone would be a full-time 
job," Rosen said, noting that the AIDS 
crisis has increased the need for funerals 
and memorial services. 

Rosen said that the search for a 
rabbi will be especially tough because 
the synagogue respects some conserva¬ 
tive aspects of Jewish theology. 

The commonality is our gayness,' he 
said, pointing out that a rabbi would be 
the synagogue's link to the mainstream 
Jewish community—and a giy and lesbian 
voice in Jewtfi concerns. 'It will be good 


for us in the gay community—and, as a 
synagogue, to have someone out there." 

Same-sex commitment cere¬ 
monies—the synagogue’s version of gay 
weddings—constitute one issue the new 
rabbi will have to address. Rosen 
recently told the Jewish Week that 
"weddings are between a man and a 
woman." He told OutWeek that he 
was afraid the statement may have 
been taken out of context by some.

Pain, like pleasure, is in the mind of 
the beholder. I don't consider any sensa¬ 
tion to my body to be pain until the sen¬ 
sation b patnftd —That is, until it stops 
being pleasurable and changes to pain. 
Do I like pain? Well, not exactly I like 
everything that leads up to pain. Where 
you and I might draw the line and say 
that this action is pleasure, but that action 
is pain, is going to be a matter of individ¬ 
ual taste, of course. But the point is, there 
ate activities that are associated with 
‘pain* which can in fact be pleasurable. 


And they are hard work. Ask any 
top. But to me, there is nothing more sat¬ 
isfying than having a top pouring his 
masculinity into making me feel J 
good—especially to the poire where he § 
works up a real sweat. Yet he still must S 
maintain that necessary control so as not -a 
to go past the poire-of-no-return (right ^ 
up to it, maybe, even a nudge to push it § 
a bit further and further—but not past it). * 
Many S/M tops will tell you that that’s 
part of the beauty of their side of the 
experience—the ability to make a man 
feel as if he’s in heaven and the ability to 
experience his own sense of infinite, 
complete control. It's a nice match. 

So there we have our S and our M 
One partner experiencing the pleasure of 
control in a world out of control, the 
other experiencing the pleasure of 
release in a world where you must con¬ 
stantly be on your guard. And that's it. 
Everything else is just the context in 
which the participants give themselves 
permission to have these experiences. 
Because many people, even some'who 
are out in the scene, don) fed comfort¬ 
able with the idea of doing these 
dungs—whipping, bondage, intensity of 
sensation leading to pain—unless there's 
some reason to do them: the 
master/slave context or the coach/jock 
context or the cop/punish-mc context. 

U's nut enough that it just feds good 

But lately, I have found that the 
context is becoming less and less neces¬ 
sary, and more people arc willing to 
have S/M sex just because it docs fed 
good. That's a big change from constant¬ 
ly' negotiating from one context to anoth¬ 
er (All those nights at the old Ramrod or 
the Spike, spending hours to set up die 
nght conditions' ‘Excuse me, do you like 
cops and robbers, or arc you only into 
military scenes?”) Instead, this means an 
acceptance of ourselves as the people we 
are. without the need of any context, free 
to have these experiences because we 
like them and to have S/M sex with die 
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his voice and start talking strangely to me. 
When it's over, there’s no awkwardness 
about becoming 'equals* agam, because 
we are always equals—just opposites. 

Then there's this friend whom I'll 
call Gary. Gary is a real gentleman, and 
his demeanor never changes—no matter 
what position I may be in. or what we’re 
doing Gary is not into leather at all We 
go -from our street clothes to no 
clothes—except for my blindfold and 
bonds. There's a relaxed feeling between 
us that precludes the need for any exter¬ 
nal situation—say, master/slave—to be 
included in our scene. We just enjoy 


each other. He knows that he 
can do almost anything he 
wants to me. And I know hell 
do almost anything I want him 
to. Again, equals. 

I've sometimes played with 
a couple whom HI call Jeff and 
Scon. They’re both in their 20s 
Jeff is a trained dancer; Scott 
works in construction. Jeff 
doesn't seem to care if he's top 
or bottom—it just depends on 
his mood. Scon lets Jeff pick 
sides, and then we respond 
accordingly. There is a respect 
and a good naturedness 
between these two that is 
refreshing to see. There’s also 
trust and a willingness to push 
limits which has nothing to do 
with anything other than a 
desire to explore their sexuality. 
No orders being barked, no 
groveling. Just sensation, for the 
fun of X, and affection for the 
love of i. 

That's the new S/M: Two 

another's limits—the limit of the 
ability to control and the hmit of 
the ability to let go. No reasons. 
No gunes Nothing to pretend 
Just doing what each other 
wants to do because they like 
each other and they like sex 
with each other. No menial 


For some people, this will 
be impossible They cant allow 
themselves the pleasure of 'for¬ 
bidden* sensation without a 
context. And of course, some 
people rcaly Uke the role-play¬ 
ing (where would uniform 
nights be without them?) which 
can encourage enormously sat¬ 
isfying fantasies 

But there is a growing number of 
people who are having S/M sex without 
the roles that have tradoooally gone wxh 
if It's done as a healthy expression of 
sex. affection and physicality—without 
the risk of an exchange of bodily flu¬ 
ids—and without any of the psychologi¬ 
cal baggage that keeps some people 
from feeling good about themselves and 
their bodies, no matter what their secret 
desires are ▼

PC: Politically Correct 
or Popular Control?

L et's tell some 
truth about 
white women's pol¬ 
itics and the con¬ 
cept of politically 
correct behavior. 

There is a big 
difference between 
what the main¬ 
stream media calls 
political correctness 
in regard to national and local politics 
and the academy, and what large sec¬ 
tions of our lesbian-feminist community 
live and require as individual PC behav¬ 
ior and belief. It is the latter—not the for¬ 
mer—which frightens me. 

An example of the former is the 
insistence that literary, htstoncaJ and the¬ 
oretical work by people of color be 
included in the corpus of academic dis¬ 
course. It has become a PC position, not 
because white women thought it up one 
day, but because people of color have 
been demanding it for years. 

An example of the latter is the idea 
that since some women believe that VM 
is a bad thing and have solid theoretical 
and personal reasons to back them up, 
they determine that S/M is always, and 
for everyone, a bad thing. The personal 
becomes the politically cornea notion of 
popular control in a way that takes away 
another woman's ability to make 
informed persona] decisions 

At a time when the concept of politi¬ 
cal correctness is being publicly attacked 
by the rich white boys, I bdievc that it is 
important for us to do some serious inter¬ 
nal discourse on what it means to hr PC, 
because we arc using PC rules to make 
decisions about individual worth and 
value solely on the basis of someone’s 
PC behavior. 

The concept was original ly designed 
as an attempt at forming a consensus 
around those political issues that mark 
the reality of our lives, but there seems to 
be a design flaw. There is no built-in 
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means of processing what to do when 
there is no consensus. And we cannot 
afford to be uncritical about ourselves 
and what we say that we believe in. If 
the right is attacking us, wrapping our¬ 
selves in the dook of our own sanctity 
will only feed into their attacks. 

At the Michigan Women's Music 
Festival, women react violently to the

very presence at S/M women and find 
Festival staff's attempts at compromise 
unacceptable. In Northhampton, Mass., 
there are houses that require residents to 
have only female animals and where 
men are not allowed even to visit. In 
Philadelphia, women gave me a hard 
time what a few of us started a multi¬ 
racial lesbian and gay living collective. 
We thought we were proving dun people 
of difference can live together without 


power games, but many women only 
noticed the gay part and automatically 
assumed that we had switched our alle¬ 
giance to men. | 

In New York, there are women who | 
won't spend time with Christians and a 
women who won’t spend time with 5 
witches and women who won't spend d 
time with anyone not a member of their * 
social dub and women who want some £ 
man to try to bash them just so they can 
beat the crap out of him and women 
who won't see a Monika Treut film 
because they ■heard" it was abusive. 

The women's community has long 
been a bastion of political correctness 
and more recently, in some sulxnmmu- 
nities, of political incorrectness. And 
these various communities rarely talk 
with one another. Women move to a 
new community and float in and out of 
organizations and friendships until they 
find the one most like themselves. Our 
belief systems arc cither already identical 
to or adapted to the group we hang with. 

If their friends won't shop at Judith’s 
Room because they sell On Our Backs or 
Bad Attitude, then they won’t either The 
issue is not if they would ever actually 
buy the magazines but simply the magi- 
zinc’s availability This seems to me to be 
the wont form of localized imperialism. 

We have learned to consciously 
value other women’s experience, on 
both societal and personal levels, but 
some of us arc beginning to use issues of 
political importance to control the lives of 
individual women around us. Maybe we 
don’t fed safe sharing a space with S/M 
women because of personal or political 
issues, but we blow it up into not want¬ 
ing S/M women even near us. This 
erodes fairly quickly into exp ress in g that 
we don't fed safe when RJ doesn't hang 
up ha coat 

The idea of safety, from a social and 
historical perspective, is voy important in 
both feminist and womarusl theory But 
when it becomes an excuse to avoid 




fires rather than taking the matches 
away from the children. I heard lit¬ 
tle dialogue around Miss Saigon 
until it became an important issue 
when two of our community orga¬ 
nizations decided to ure t as a vehi¬ 
cle to raise funds. And I have not 
noticed any white women saying in 
print simply: ‘If Asian lesbians and 
gays say that it is offensive to their 
community, then it Is. Period* 

Instead, the discussion 
revolves around whether uv per¬ 
ceive it as racist, and if malice 
was intended. But that's irrele¬ 
vant. Dialogue months ago could 
have avoided this entirely. How 
many white women who can spot 
a white dyke in a crowded sub¬ 
way would know how to spot an 
Asian lesbian? Hardly any. myself 
included. After all. why talk’ Why 
familiarize ourselves with cultural 
contexts? We already know what 
we know, and we know that we 
are right.

Fed’s AIDS Commission: The Crisis Is Not Over 


by Cliff O’Neill 

WASHINGTON—An independent 
panel commissioned one year ago to 
assess the A JDS research programs of 
the National Institutes of Health, or 
N1H. unveiled its long-awaited report 
before a House oversight committee 
on March 7, calling for increased fund¬ 
ing and substantial restructuring of the 
federal AIDS research effort 

Formed at the behest of the NIFTs 
AIDS program director, Dr, Anthony 
Fauci, the 15-member independent 
panel of the Institute of Medicine is 
composed of a wide array of AIDS spe¬ 
cialists and members of the AIDS activist 
community with no formal connection 
to the federal re sea rc h effort. 

Speaking before the Human 
Resources and Intergovernmental Rela¬ 
tions Subcommittee of the Committee on 
Government a l Operations, three panelists 
from the broad-hased commmec testified 
that AIDS research funding should be 
ncreased by 25 percent over present lev¬ 
els, expansions which, they insisted, 
should not be taken exit of federal funds 
for other disease research. 

Yet, while calling for ncreased AIDS 
research funds, the panel's chair sugges¬ 
t'd that more money' alone will not solve 
the problem of AIDS. 

~\Ce do not know enough to solve 
the epidemic," saxl William H. Dunforth, 
chancellor of Washington University in St 
Louis, "even If wc had alt the money in 
the US budget at our disposal.* 

Among the panel's proposals are 
calls for a significant rcstrucnimg of how 
the NTH conducts its AIDS research, and 
what drugs and procedures the Health 
Care Financing Administration, or HCFA, 
will subsidize 

• The panel calls on the HCFA to 
allow Medicare and Medicaid programs to 
pay for experimental AIDS treatments and 
procedures that have passed iruls for safe¬ 
ty hut hive not yet proven their efficacy. 

• The N1H should develop a five- 


year plan to identify AIDS research pri¬ 
orities and set up a process by which all 
AIDS research programs are constantly 
reevaluated, the pond recommended 

• The commission also urged that 
the director of the NIH be given an 
annual discretionary fund of at least 
$20 million and expanded authority to 
transfer federal research funds to the 
most promising AIDS initiatives 

• Greater financial investments 
should be nude in nursing, as well as 
in behavioral, opportunistic-infection, 
HIV-vaccine and basic biomedical 
research and in administrative support 
at the NTH. the report further suggested 

• The panel also sakl that specific 
steps should be taken to avoid the fed¬ 
eral government duplicating research 
programs already being conducted by 
pharmaceutical companies. 

• Behavioral research should be 
broadly incorporated into die Mlfs AIDS 
research nxx, the report further suggest¬ 
ed. which should include a long-stymied 
study into American sexual behavior, held 
up by conservative fanes in Congress 

• The commission also made broad 
demands on the AIDS Clinical Trials 
Group, the NIH body which determines

Testifying after the report's unveil¬ 
ing. Fauci told the congressional com¬ 
mittee that many of the panel's sugges¬ 
tions are already being implemented 
and that others were being reviewed 
by the NIH. 

But despite optimistic statements 
from panel chair Danforth, one panel ea 
cautioned that much remains to be done.

It is my hope that 
eventually FJdridge will seek higher 
office so she can provide even greater 
leadership to a city mired in mediocrity. 

The present composition of the 
General Welfare Committee bodes poorly 
for the passage of the domestic partner¬ 
ship bill, which must go through the 
committee before a foil Council vote. In 
terms of support, the chair of the com¬ 
mittee. Brooklyn’s Sam Horwfcz, is unde¬ 
cided and Bronx Council member Jose 
Rivera is a question mark (neither is ever 
likely to be an advocate). Definite nos 
arc Morton Povman and Walter Ward 
(straight out of Nfgbt of the Iking Oeact), 
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both from Queens, and our archfoe 
Noach Dear from Brooklyn. The one yes 
vote on the committee comes from Miri¬ 
am Friedlander of Manhattan's Lower 
East Side. It a Hdndge who is the moser 
and shaker, and her voice on the com¬ 
mittee will be missed. 

There is now a vacancy on the com¬ 
mittee, and reportedly Vallooc wants to 
fill it with whoever gets elected to the 
Queens scat vacated by Arthur Katsman. 
This is asinine. Eldndge was removed so 
the space can be filled by a fresh person 
from Queens! Please note that Queens 
will then have three members on the 
committee, and Manhattan will have just 
one. Scandalous! 

Golden Tale 

Isn't it strange that Ed Rogowsky, 
who is Brooklyn Borough President 
Howard Golden's gay liaison, supported 
Kenneth Fisher in Brooklyn's recent City 
Council election 

Wily strange? 

Because Fisher was the only candi¬ 
date in an eight-person race who was not 
outfront on gay issues. You'd think that 
Rogowsky would have shown his com¬ 
mitment to the community he's supposed 
to represent by not supporting Fisher, 
who, among other things, said that he 
definitely won't sponsor the domestic 
partnership bill. When, do you suppose, 
does Rogowsky put his community first? 
Obviously not at election time. 

Fisher, by the way, won. If anything 
positive conxs out of this, it will be for 
Rogowsky now to convince Fisher to get 
with the program on lesbian and gay 
issues. He could start by putting pressure 
on His Honor. Borough President Gold¬ 
en, to deal with Brooklyn's lesbian and 
gay community. 

Golden's latest slap at the communi¬ 
ty is his refusal to reply to an invitation to 
speak before Lambda Independent 
Democrats, or LID, Brooklyn's lesbian 
and gay political dub. While at City Hall, 
1 asked Golden why he hadn't replied, 
and he told me that he has no intention 
of speaking in front of LID. 

LID members, as you can imagine, 
are furious with Golden, and they're 
thinking of going public with their 
anger. The organization is having its 
annual awards dinner at the Grand 
Ballroom of the Sheraton Centre, and 
Golden is scheduled to be among the 
award recipients. I predict fireworks. 
Stay tuned. ▼

The demon sommelier of Scaramouche, 
Ross Laycock. died from complications due 
to AIDS on Jan. 24.1991. 

ft’s hard to describe Ross Mly because 
I entered his life only a few years ago. after 
he had already been diagnosed. I never knew 
him when he was well. But irrespective of 
AIDS. Ross’ verve, humor, brains and wiles 
were all there during the time we were 
friends, and they are the cornerstones of 
everyone's memories of him. 

I had the pleasure of minding Ross' 
home for several months in 1990 while he 
and his lover. Fdix Gonzalez-Torres, took a 
sojourn in California. Indeed. Ross' apart¬ 
ment. in an unswanky Polish section of 
Toronto, embodied his wide-ranging cultural 
sense. It was a feast for the senses, what 
with its lotschy/ctassy furniture, red boudoir 
walls, an original print of Piss Christ a book¬ 
shelf full of volumes of poetry, cuisine and 
gay history, a lime-green-and-bhie bedroom 
and. of course, a Bang & Okifsen stereo. All 



those who saw his apartment felt that they 
had connected with Ross in some holo¬ 
graphic way. even if they ultimately never 
met him. It's a testament to Ross’ memory 


that everyone who visited his apartment 
mourned his loss, whether Iheir ink to Ross 
was strong or tenuous

Silence of the Lambs

*Gay visibility has never been an issue in the movies," Vito 
Russo said in 1981. “It’s how they have been visible that has 
remamed offensive.' Ten years later, it’s the same sad story. 

The thriller The Silence of the Lambs presents one of the 
creepiest characters to grace the silver screen. “Buffalo Bill." the 
crazed killer pursued by an FBI trainee (Jodie Foster), murders 
young women and cuts off their skin, which he then sews together 
to make a suit for himself. Apparently those acts were not enough to 
establish his villainy, so the ftmmakers strongly imply that he* gay. 

Director Johathan Demme dams that the character is not 
gay—just terribly confused about his sexuality. However. Silence 
depicts the kiBer as having stereotypical duractenstics attributed to 
gay men: He wears makeup and wigs, has a nipple ring and even 
keeps a poodle named Precious. At one point, he is descnbed as 
having Ided a male lover. Does Demme rea#y bekeve audiences will 
not consider him gay? 

Had the flmmakers really been concerned about not perpetu¬ 


ating anti-gay bias, they could have omitted these references or 
plainly stated in the film that the character is not gay. Even better, 
they could have provided balance by portraying a lesbian or gay 
good gaVguy That's tie approach Holywood usually takes to offset 
negative images of other minorities (even when adapting movies 
based on books). 

As the film stands, there is neither balance nor insight—just 
another Crazed Homosexual Killer to add to the already over¬ 
crowded Hollywood Hall of Shame

varied parts of the country. Bom in Calgary. 
Alberta, in 1959, he moved with hie family to 
Norman Wells, Northwest Territories, in 
1971. Spending his youth in the sparsely 
populated North was a source of Ross' 
unerringly apt judgment of character, his 
generosity, his openness; the harsh and 
beautiful Northern landscape also instilled in 
him a sometimes-alarmingfy strong zest for 
life. Ross would later journey southward, 
stopping along the way in Edmonton. Van¬ 
couver. and Montreal, until he reached his 
real love, New York, in 1980. 

There, Ross' activities of attending 
school and working part-time were put into 
perspective by faling in love with F«ix who 
matched Ross' devotion with his own. To say 
that ttfa and Ross were dose would scarcely 
do them justice. Their lives would become 
intertwined like the strands of a helix 

But in 1983. Ross made the difficult 
decision to leave New York to study biochem¬ 
istry and English at toe University of Toronto, 
a combination only Ross could pull off. In his 
spare time, Ross weight-trained (with excel¬ 
lent results) and began working at 
Scaramouche, a tine restaurant in Toronto, a 
wine steward. He ultimately accumulated 
enough university credits to graduate but fig¬ 
ured that he needn't bother with the formality. 

Trouble began in the spring of 1988, 
when Ross was forced to leave Scaramouche 
because of his worsening health. 

Though having AIDS slowed him down, 
it did not stop him. Ross was a consistent 
worker at all levels in AIDS Action Now. the 
Toronto activist group. As a member of the 
steering committee, he sat through meeting 
after meeting; as an infuriated person with 
AIDS, he participated in some of AIDS Action 
Now’s better demonstrations. Will I ever for¬ 
get the look of power, rage and tnumph on 
his face back in 1988 as he joined 300 
activists in storming the stage of the V Inter¬ 
national Conference on AIDS in Montreal? 

But that kmd of passion was common¬ 
place for Ross, whose demise leaves a 
colossal void in the lives of his many friends, 
his three sisters and his mother. All of us 
now face life without the Ross who we could 
always count on to be himself. And our 
hearts extend to Wlix, the most important 
person in Ross’ life: Be strong and press on 
for both of you. 

Ross, we know you're better off now, 
wherever you are. but we sure wish that we 
could have found a way to keep you with us. 
We miss you.

It's long been thought that women and 
dollars equal diamonds and lurs and that 
money and lesbians somehow don't mix. 
Thai ain’t necessarily so. Marla Maggenti 
takes an overdue look at 
wealthy dykes and finds a 
surprisingly rich 
political consciousness.

Wr feel guilty about it. We pretend that we don't haw it when 
we do. Vie aren't sure t we should go and get it. We don't 
know how to deal with it when we do have it. This is the sub¬ 
ject at hand. But not from die perspective of lesbians without 
money. This is about lesbians with money. 

There axe few more enduring stereotypes in the world than 
that of the downwardly mobile lesbian. This pefliait exists 
alongside such ancient misogynist assumptions as: All lesbians 
are fat, ugly, ’masculine" man-haters who wear nothing but flan¬ 
nel shins and hiking boots. At this historical moment, however, 
such hideous distortions seem more like jokes than an accurate 
reflection of who we are. Thus the flannd-shirted butch dyke in 
boots can now be seen as an irreverent construction of lesbian 
sexual desire and power along with a panoply of ever-expand¬ 
ing self-definitions and erotic styles and not simply as an odious 
lesbo-phobic stereotype. At the other end of the spectrum, how¬ 
ever, the myth of the always-impecunious lesbian, tori mg away 
at low-end nonprofit jobs or trading material success for move¬ 
ment work, is still omnipresent. 

With the impact of identity politics on the vernacular of this 
community, it is not uncommon to hear someone speak of die 
composite "white gay man’ as though he were always financial¬ 
ly solvent, if not downright wealthy Similarly, people speak of 
lesbians with caveats like ’Needs sliding scale" or "Women 
make less money than men,’ the translation of which simply 
means that lesbians, by definition, arc somehow always poor. 

It is true that the average full-time female worker with four 
or more years of higher education makes approximately $27,000 
per annum as compared with the $40,000 of her male counter¬ 


part. We can assume that lesbtans of a similar station fall into 
this statistic These numbers, however, do not take into consid¬ 
eration such factors as race or sexual identity on die job. Like 
Bccbo Brinkcr, the famous heroine of Arm Hannon's '50s lesbian 
pulp novels, who worked as an elevator operator because it 
allowed her to wear pants, we cannot possibly know bow many 
women arc in k>w-end-wage professions simply because they 
can be who they arc instead of living in the doset. And we can¬ 
not tdl if lesbians cam less per capita than their straight sisters. 
We can say that early feminist critiques of capitalism and patri¬ 
archy have contributed in many ways to both die best and the 
won* aspects of how lesbians deal with money within the les¬ 
bian community. 

The women I have spoken with here arc heiresses, 
entrepreneurs, activists, philanthropists and rcduscs. All of them 
are while. Some arc very involved in women's and lesbian 
issues, others arc not. Many women spoke only on the condi¬ 
tion that their names not be used (in these cases. I have used 
only a first name, which I have changed). 

There is more than one closet for ’lesbians of wealth,* as 
they call themselves. A woman may be out as a lesbian and 
doseted about her money or she may be out as a woman with 
money but doseted as a lesbian. Very few women I spoke with 
arc out bodi as lesbians and as women with wealth. But what 
lolnans with money have to say about our relationships to each 
other— as lesbians, across class and race lines, generational and

political differences and social and sexual decisions—is both 
complex and important. This is a nascent topic to discuss openly 
in the lesbian community and. Ike anything that has to do with 
money, is as delicate here as anywhere in American culture But 
it is a crucial component of our desire lo.be visible both to each 
other and to the work! 

"I had made a decision to do something with my money,* 
says lesbian feminist philanthrope* Joan Drury from her home in 
Minneapolis, "but (took me about 20 years to see that money 
as an incredible delight instead of a burden.’ Drury’s most 
recent delight was a generous $300,000 grant to the Aaraca 
Foundation fur the Lesbian Writers Fund As she said at that 
time- ’When I heard dial Astraea [formerly a fund for women 1 
had become the National lesbian Action Foundation. I called 
diem up. It was perfect timing.* Married for 14 years and the 
mother of three. Drury grew up comfortably but not ostenta¬ 
tiously in the Minneapolis area. After her divorce, she walked 
away with half of the tiusmess she and tier husband owned, 
which afforded her substantial financial independence After her 
parents’ death, however, she was left with an even more sub- 
flantial inheritance *It wasn't old money or anything,* Drury 
explains. *My father had made a lot of money, kind of a Horatio 
Algcr-typc story, and he and my mother had saved and saved 
for years * 

Drury has used her inheritance to set up a women's foun¬ 
dation in Minneapolis called the I Lummy Foundation. Its 


endowment is $3 million to $4 million, and it expects to give out 
$300,000 to $400,000 per year to women's projects, half of 
which, in the first year, are lesbian-focused 

'There is a whole field of pFulanthropy that indudes 
women.* states Drury, whose voice is lively and fneixBy. Tradi¬ 
tionally. women have given a lot less because often they have 
less to give, but also l seems to be because women are mote 
afraid of losing what they do have. Men make money and lose 
money, and that's all pan of the (pme for them, they’re comfort¬ 
able with it, but women are raised to be dependent on men, 
induding their accountants So (hat even if they’ve inherited It 
[moneyl. they are afraid of losing a. they sometimes have no 
actual control over It, they are afraid to use it. As for lesbians with 
money, we don't see that as much, but there arv lesbians wttb 
money One of the things 1 have found is that women Desbiansl 
are ashamed or embarrassed that they have it, they worry about 
things like-. If someone knows I have money, will they want it, or 
will they sue me. or will they use me as a friend? I refuse to be 
intimidatod by that suff. It's not hard after a while to determine if 
someone is your friend fust because you have money * 

Iconic Walker, like Joan Drury, is also not easily intimi¬ 
dated by her privilege. Raised in New York City and now a 
resident of Northern California, Ltame Walker's father was a 
generous and successful businessman Both her parents came 
from wealthy families, and all six children were set up with 
trust funds. At 21, Walker came into her trust, and when her

father died in 1985, she received a sec¬ 
ond inheritance. This money gives 
Walker the option not to work, 
although her chosen profession is fami¬ 
ly therapy. After her father died, Walker 
came out both as a lesbian and a 
woman with money. 

It was a weird kind of cosmic 
experience,’ says the 3 3-year-old activist 
philanthropist. "It was really a political 
awakening lor me.* 

Within two years. Walker had 
launched the Women Managing Wealth 
project of the Ms. Foundation for 
Women in New York City. The program 
assets women with inheritances of 
$25,000 or more in dealing with both the 
personal and the financial issues 
involved in managing their own wealth. 

'Ihis is how I learned about feminist 
philanthropy and progressive investing. 

What I have been trying to do since I left 
New York is to get women with wealth 
to take some responsibility, roll up their 
shirt sleeves, get into it and do some¬ 
thing with their lives,’ she explains. 

During that time Walker also served on the board of the 
Lesbian and Gay Community Services Center. Her current efforts 
are on behalf of the Equity Institute in Amherst, Massachusetts, a 
not-for-profit consultant agency that provides technical assis¬ 
tance to organizations and institutions worldwide on all the 
‘isms,’ including antisemitism, homophobia, ableism, racism 
and ageism. Walker’s particular interest is class This may seem 
obvious, given her own financial resources and background, but 
in fact the lesbian community has rarely had rich dykes leading 
workshops on das»sm or the necessary redistribution of wealth. 

*1 think it’s haul for us to make ourselves the firs priority, 
politically,’ she explains, ’and I think that [deliberate! downward 
mobiity is port of as not seeing ourselves as able to get what we 
really want or deserve. I mean, it’s as though there were a legacy 
of downward mobility in this community, though I do think it’s 
changing somewhat." Walker bdieves that dass is the central 
linchpin of most oppressions experienced by marginalized peo¬ 
ple in this culture, but she also acknowledges that being out can 
affect a woman’s potential opportunities, both professionally and 
politically Unlike some women with inherited wealth, Walker 
has never faced the threat of disinheritance or the ostracism of 
her family, but like most lesbians, she has had a long, painful 
struggle with her mother in dealing with her lesbianism 

"It’s all a matter of balance,' she explains, ’in terms of our 
internalized sextan—women can’t manage money, etc, whidi is a 
bunch of bullshit—and also our need to make good lives for our¬ 
sdves' Walker's life partner of five years is a cancer surgeon who 
is also committed to fcmmn phianchropy and activism but who 


’has created a life for herself 
that has given tier stability and 
[allows her to) change the 
world in her own way * 
Changing the world is 
not a concern for 24-year-old 
Sylvie, a Swiss citizen studying 
photography in New York. 
With sleek dark hair and pale 
skin. Sylvie is the quintessen¬ 
tial upper-dass European 
woman, Her clothes arc 
understated, elegant and 
expensive, and her altitude 
toward money is simple. She 
has enough so that she 
doesn’t have to worry about iL 
Articulate and intense, she 
secs the ’poor lesbian’ stereo¬ 
type as a construction of femi¬ 
nist renunciations of anything 
that seems remotely patriar- 
dial. Making money is a male- 
oriented preoccupation, and 
having money is macho, but 
to Sylvie these are ’American 
problems around wealth—I mean, these seem like real Ameri¬ 
can-type conflicts.’ While she does sense a separation in the les¬ 
bian community between the haves and the have-nots. Sylvie 
points out that for her this separation is artificial. ‘There are only 
so many places we can go in New York, so we do have to inter¬ 
act,’ she notes. T sec more separation based on the different 
cliques that exist in the dyke community.* 

To Sylvie, the difficulty in being a rich dyke is located 
somewhere in a netherworld between lesbian existence and 
one’s family background. Being wealthy and being gay is a 
particular kind of marginalization: "When you are wealthy, you 
are brought up within a certain context with its own codes and 
conventions, and then you are in the lesbian society, which 
also has its own set of rules, and you are really in a weird 
position because you arc kind of in between both of them.” 
Although she docs not now engage in any philanthropic actrvi- 
ties, Sylvie, unlike many of the older women I spoke with, has 
no problem giving money to lesbian-only causes. ’Obviously,’ 
she remarks cooly. T will support anything that is in the inter¬ 
est of my own survival.’ 

Mary Nell lives as a full-time resident of Easthampton, Long 
Island, and spends her time as a scholar and artist Now nearing 
60, Nell was married more than once and throughout her life 
has been part of a world of philanthropy and privilege. Where 
she once spent most of her time giving to such traditional 
upper-dass interests as museums, animal shelters and cultural 
concerns, she now uses her money to assist women’s organiza¬ 
tions and gay and lesbian advocacy organizations. 'Once my

consciousness was raised,’ she says to me, ’and I evolved and 
became a feminist and then got real smart and came out. I 
changed my interests. I give to gay organizations because these 
are all die same issui-s to me—these arc not just homosexual 
issues but front-line organizations that are saving our lives,* 

Ndl is also dsturbed by the persistent stereotype of the 
downwardly mobile lesbian: That's a negative stereotype that 
doesn't have to do with reality' What you have is fear and isola¬ 
tion and lack of communication I within the lesbian community! 
and this just mirrors what’s in the larger movement’ She thinks 
that putt of this has to do with the fact that women who are in 
the closet cant see how political issues relate to their lives. This 
inhibits both philanthropic activity within the lesbian community 
and increases our invisibility in society at large. She admits that 
at this point in her life, she is more willing to give her money 
away than her time. ’If people gave $500 or $1,000 away a year, 
it could really make a difference to this community. But 1 don't 
know how you reach these people. I lopefulfy, someixxiy who 
doesn't haw her consciousness raised today will tomorrow, and 
that is how we will get some change" 

Nell's hopeful feminism is emblematic of the approach that 
many of the older women with whom I've spoken fus e taken 
in dealing with their money. She has found, like other lesbians 
of wealth, that the path to enlightenment (in terms of class privi¬ 
lege) can only be managed within the context of feminist, 
woman-centered space. This lias often meant that the personal 
process of coming to terms with their money has included a 


period of renunciation—of both their families and their 1 
backgrounds—only to re-emerge later as a sclf-acccptance that 
allows them considerable personal and political power. They all 
feel as though their lesbianism and their privilege demanded a 
particular kind of transformation. This is not, however, a group 
of decadent, dedicated party girls who spend their days in bed 
on Sutton Place watching the Financial News Network. Many 
are, if not politically active, sometimes quite politically correct in 
their language and interpretation of the world. They arc 
nobody’s fool about where they come from and what they 
know. But what about women whose financial resources came 
about as a result of their careers? What b the difference between 
being a woman with inherited wealth and being a woman who 
has made her money on her own? 

joy Tomchin, current president of the beard of GMHC and 
of her own company, Vanguard Investors, lid., a teal estate con¬ 
cern, grew up in a workmg-dass family n New York. Though 
her father made a little more money once she was in high 
school. Tomchin is now able to support tier parents. She sees a 
definite dtfficrcncc between women with inherited wealth and 
women who have made their own money. ’It seems harder in a 
way for lesbians with inherited mooey to feel as though they 
have entitlement to that money or true ownership over it. It’s 
always this enormous burden that they have to go through to 
deal with it "

HOW COIlId who want money and power in this 

country usually attain their ambi¬ 
tions at the expense of their 
lesbianism. "It s great to be up there 
somewhere and then come out to 
the world, but how are you sup¬ 
posed to get up there in the first 
place if being a lesbian holds you 
back?* she asked rhetorically ‘Mow 
can we have both of these things?" 

Perhaps feelings of isolation and embarrassment have con¬ 
tributed to die general lack of irreverence toward the lesbian 
community that 1 found in the sample of women I interviewed. 
While most of the dykes I know moan and groan about 
^woman-centered spaces* and traded Mary Daly for Susie Bright 
or street activism years ago, the women in this small, often her¬ 
metic subculture arc very serious about their political convic¬ 
tions and commitments. 

When I began my research for this article, I was told on 
mote than one occasion that for every rich dyke who is doing 
something there are five or ten who are not. For every lesbian 
who would speak with me, there were ten or 20 who are sflent 
or inaccessible. When 1 started this project, I had imagined a 
glittering underworld of wealthy leshuns whose lives were spe¬ 
cial and extraordinary, who could spend all day shopping or 
staring out airplane windows cn route to glamorous rendezvous 
with their lovers in Paris It was hasicaDy an 'l-won-thc-super- 
lotto* fantasy. What I found instead was a small but fierce group 
of dykes, all shapes, sizes and ages, most of them deeply com¬ 
mitted to miking (he world a better, more humane, more les¬ 
bian place. Their individual names are mosdy unknown in the 
Has Village political and artistic circles where I live my life. Only 
one person was recognizable as a lesbian of any stature in the 
community, k seems to me a shame that those of us who are 
struggling to make our way have no idea most of the time that 
there arc women who are financially privileged and queer and 
sometimes political. We need each other. Not just in terms of 
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our have and have-not relationships, but in terms of how we 
construct our identities in the gty and lesbian communities 
where we live. 

As Joan Drury told me. ‘Money is the last taboo in this 
society, but let me tell you. if I'm out there about having money, 
then that will help others to get to that place. It isn't going to 
happen if lesbians don't get out there. And once you think you 
are worth it, you can give to others like you " T

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J ust as the Gulf war 
supposedly came to 
an end, everybody's 
favorite leftist weekly— 
which had spent the 
whole time correctly con¬ 
demning the big, bad 
United States for abuses of 
power—began dropping 
its own bombs on little, of 
Out It ivi* and several gay activists. This is 
a talc of ugly paternalism and insidious 
hypocrisy, a narrative of self-delusion, 
mass deception and egos which frighten¬ 
ingly loom cvcr-laigcr by the minute. 

This is die story of the Village Wiser*. 
It all began with a debate about a 
film. But it has since dredged up long¬ 
standing issues regarding the Voice's 
complacent predictability, its pander¬ 
ing self-indulgence and its desire to 
maintain a stranglehold on the whole 
wide world of lefty aits criticism. 

Now, the last thing we all want to talk 
about agaar is that moiie But I promise; 
We’re not going to discuss the film so 
much as we re going to take a look hade at 
the events tearing up to how the Wake got 
csdf rto another sloppy mess, from which 
it then attempted to oaricatc itself in the 
mos disingenuous way. 

Months ago, sources say, top edi¬ 
tors of the Voice saw The Silence of the 
Lambs and decided that * wasn't homo¬ 
phobic. Never mind that several gay 
writers and film-industry people had 
charged that the movie was anti-gay, 
urging editors to proceed with caution. 
It was, after all, a Jonathan Demme film, 
and he is a favorite director of Voice 
critics, who wanted to champion the 
film, since it had. they daimed. a strong 
feminist edge, and—perhaps more 
importantly for their commercial inter¬ 
ests—because it was going to become a 
huge blockbuster. A mega-hit film with 
good feminist politics and a hip director, 
it was, for sure. MAINSTREAM. MAIN¬ 
STREAM. MAINSTREAM (Lest wc for¬ 
get. former Voice film editor Howard 
Fcinstcin was fired last year because he 
wasnT ‘mainstream" enough, as report¬ 
ed by Sew YorkSewsday .) 

No. The Silence of the Lambs was 
something that the W nee just couldn’t 
refuse to hype. The homophobia? Well, t 
wasn't that bad. I mean, it could be con¬ 
strued as such by some, but oth¬ 
ers wouldn’t think so. It's debat¬ 
able—<hu magical and wonderful

It was back then, when the Voice 
first pushed the film, that it should have 
acknowledged that homophobia might 
possibly be a problem in an otherwise 
unusually interesting film. But it didn't. 
Instead, the paper stupidly got behind a 
problematic project, put its head in the 
sand and waited for die explosion. 

Why? Because the film b made by a 
straight, white, liberal man who is, more-

over, the ‘pet’ director of many Vbice 
editors and critics, and they didn't want 
to be the ones to blow the whistle Many 
of them were so blinded by his fabulous 
hipness that the movie's considerable 
flaws eluded them. And besides, they fig¬ 
ured, even if there was any dissent, it 
might never teach the media. 

But—boy, oh, boy—it did. 

Several weeks before the movie's 
opening. GLAAD/LA planted a story in 
the LA Times in which they condemned 
the film's depiction of a queer serial- 
killer as anti-gay. Out Week picked up 
the story Within days, the controversy 
was burning up the wire services. 

That same week. Jodie Foster was 
outed by Star, which quoted my refer¬ 
ences to her lesbianism in my criticism of 
the film’s homophobia. By the time the

movie opened, mainstream 
dadics across the country bad 
dutifully attended to this 
debade. "Gay Groups Decry 
Killer’s Portrayal," blared the 
headline in USA Tbday, next 
to a rave review of the film. 
"Boycott Urged on Film; 
Stereotyping Is Alleged," 
reported the Miami Herald 
0 . by the by, never urged a boycott—that 
was GIAAD's doing) 

The gay press nationwide also 
filed its opinions that week. "Can the 
filmmakers really have thought that it 
wouldn't matter that non-gay viewers 
could be trusted to see (the killer! as a 
sick person whose sexual orientation 
has no bearing on his illness?" mused 
Steve Warren in Miami's Tbe Weekly 
Sews. "Aside from the killer queer, 
which rankles my PC side, this is an 
exciting film with a particularly satisfy¬ 
ing, unexpected ending." 

Sally Irwin of the Seattle Gay Sews 
was more to the point: "It's an intelli¬ 
gent, even brilliant genre-topper that 
thrills to gender violations just as shit¬ 
ty, openly bigoted movies do." 

And Warren Sonbcrt at San Francis¬ 
co's Bay Area Reporter wrote, in his 
review, that he "would have to admit 
that this is an excellent, if morally repre¬ 
hensible, film," which was placed above 
a sidebar story headlined The Psycho 
Gay Killer Hall of Fame" and alongside 
a commentary piece that pointed out all 
of the film's anti-queer fare. 

And where was the Voicef Well, 
nowhere realty. I mean, by this time the 
established gay media watchdog group, 
GLAAD, had condemned the film, and 
the mainstream media was vigorously 
covering the exploding controversy. The 
gay press was calling it what it is—an 
entertaining thriller, deeply flawed with 
homo problems—and the issue was 
even addressed by film reviewers like 
Jan Stuart in Seursday and, amazingly, 
David Dcnby in Sew York 

But aD the Ibfcvhad to offer by the 
lime the film opened, in the midst of this 
raging media debate, was a review by J. 
Doberman, which mentioned an "offen¬ 
sive* portrayal in the film, and an interview 
with director Jonathan Demme, in which 
Amy Taubin gratuitously inquired after the 
possibly homophobic character 
and accepted with dispatch his 
immediate denial. To add further 


conflict-of-interest embarrassment, two 
Wake ernes had by this time done puff 
picas an the film for other publications. 
Gary Indiana had interviewed Jonathan 
Demme for bueniew. more or less glass¬ 
ing over die homophobe, and G Carr had 
completely ignored the issue in her 
MirabeUa interview with Jodie Foster. 

The Voice found itself in a similar 
situation when it was pushing the rap 
group Public Enemy last year. With all 
their good intentions of backing a 
Black group, they overlooked certain 
problems and HYPED. HYPED, 
HYPED. Soon enough, charges of anti¬ 
semitism and misogyny were being 
hurled at the rappers. And the Voice, 
once again, found itself caught with its 
pants down for not having addressed 
these issues earlier. Along the same 
lines, the Voice has built up director 
David Lynch (including a ridiculous 
puff piece on Laura Dern and Wild at 
Heart), whose work many perceive as 
misogynist and who, by virtue of his 
scripts, also clearly has a problem with 
homosexuals (although we've yet to 
see this addressed in the Voice ) 

But back to slaughtering Lambs. 
The Voice, which prides itself on being 
representative of so many different 
groups, should have been leading the 
debate. Why did we not see a discus¬ 
sion In the Voice until several weeks 
after almost every mainstream newspa¬ 
per in America addressed the issue? 

Asleep at the wheel, film editor Lisa 
Kennedy, in a transparent anempt at 
damage-control, had quickly put togeth¬ 
er a panel of writers to discuss the film's 
problems. She simply had no choice: 
The controversy was being aired every¬ 
where else (She must have been pissed 
off too: As this whole tiling was coming 
to a head, she was trying to get out of 
town—off to the Berlin Film Festival ) 

Originally. Kennedy had asked Out- 
Weeks Arts Editor Sarah Pettit to partici¬ 
pate, but, perhaps eager to get out of 
town, Kennedy never followed through 
Larry Kramer, one of nine writers who 
did give a short analysis of the movie 
and it's sexuality problems, urged 
Kennedy to have me participate in the 
forum, especially if people would be 
refuting my criticisms After all, Ou/«ivk 
speaks to tens of thousands of gay peo¬ 
ple; die HXcehas hundreds of thousands 



Separating the Dancer 
From the Dance 


T he March 9 Neve York Post headline 
said it all: "Brilliant Joffrcy dancer 
dies of AIDS at age 23"—and only five 
days after the premiere of the second 
boiler Edward Sticrlc choreographed for 
the company. In her Times review, 
which appeared the day before his 
death, Anna Klsselgoff wrote of the 
premiere: "His is a stunning talent delv¬ 
ing unabashedly into images of emotion¬ 
al turbulence—a ceaseless outpouring of 
passions that both disturb and thrill.* 

So why didn't she say that his pas¬ 
sion and emotional turbulence no doubt 
came, at least in port, from living with 
HIV? This fact was never mentioned in 
her entire review, though Sberie himself 
spoke of it openly: He tested positive in

1988 and later went public with his 
diagnosis. The LA Times did a huge 
story last week on his courage in finish¬ 
ing the work, and the choreographer 
even released himself from the hospital 
to be at Lincoln Center for the premiere. 

The Post covered Stierle’s death 
with a large photo and a touching trib¬ 
ute on the inside cover. CUve Barnes 
described members of the audience 
gasping and sobbing when the 
announcement was made following the 
performance, and he wrote, "It is hard 
not to weep for such talent snuffed out 
so young." The Times, which had 
gushed over his work five days earlier, 
crammed a small obituary on their regu¬ 
lar page. The second-to-last paragraph 
noted that Sberle had known of his HTV 
status since 1988. They quoted him say¬ 
ing that his work was "a lot about what 
I was going through at the time." This

The Institute of 
Medicine, or tOM. tv 
ued a twoyear federal 
study an the progress 
of AIDS research 
efforts. If you Just 
skimmed the head 
lines, your mood 
depended on which 
paper you read Afeuta 
day 's headline read, 
"Study Praises 15 Efforts 
on AIDS Research." The 
7knswent w«h Tiedth 
Agency Is Urged to 
Improve Management of 
Its AIDS Research." Yes, 
this is the same report. It 
recommended that the 
National Institutes of 
Health, or N1H, ooncen- 
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irate on research that pharmaceutical 
companies wool do, and it called for 
increased funding, better management of 
Ihe funds, stu±® of hgxsk behavior and 
die diminajan of systemic redundancies. 

Though the Times quoted ACT 
UP/NY s Jim Elgo, a member of the 
panel, it took Newsday to tell us where 
a number of the new proposals came 
from. They quoted Committee Chair 
William Danforth (the senator's broth¬ 
er); *A consensus has developed inside 
IOM and NIH in favor of marry of ACT 
UP'S proposals.'' These proposals, Eigo 
said, "originated as ACT UP 
critiques—critiques often levied in an 
atmosphere of confrontation."

We like Paper, the often-over¬ 
looked and self-proclaimed "New York's 


only guide with style." Their March issue 
is themed *Goin' Latin’ and offers a guide 
to, and cultural slice of, Manhattan Latin

section). Usually, they make a real effort 
to cover what's cool in die dry, without 
the self-conscious weight of the M nice or 
the blind eye of New York This month, 
they interview Jennie Livingston, who 
made Paris Is Burning and Dennis 
Oermody takes the media and Holly¬ 
wood to task for dismissing gay-themed 
movies and for sensationalizing anything 
gay that does make it to the screen 

Also this month, columnist Joe 
DoJce signs off (he's moving to Details) 
in a moving piece on writing about AIDS 
and gay life in New York. A friend once 
told him to "write about what you care 
about." And so. he tried to reflect the 
personal and political changes going on 


around him. As one of the few voices 
outside the gay press who has consis¬ 
tently written about the experience, I'm 
sure that Dolce has heard it all from edi¬ 
tors and readers who don) getit. 

Everyone who writes about AIDS 
and activism has heard it all. Editors 
want to "do* AIDS, but they don't want 
stories about watching people die, 
about the disease moving in on a 
younger population, or about how the 
polemic is unfortunately the reality. 
They say; "Write about AIDS, but try not 
to get rhetorical. You are too dose to it." 

But, this is the story, and though 
we've read it many times over the years, 
we who are living it don) need another 
angle, ft rings true every time, and the 
impact is not diminished. Big stories on 
charily benefits and new art-collectives 
(in the \bice and the Times) and old 
ones (Gran Fury in the LA Times) are 
interesting and worth doing. But they 
allow the reader to remove themselves 
one more step from what is really going 
on. Life and death continues to change 
for more and more people. Hopefully, 
Dolce will continue writing what he 
cares about for Gond* Nast 
• • • 

The cops got caught brutally beat¬ 
ing a traffic offender in LA last week. 
When Newsday did a story on New 
York activists who say that it happens 
here as well, they picked straight inci¬ 
dents in 1987 and 1988 instead of the 
queer ones this year. 

In the Post, the ultra-reactionary 
Patrick Buchanan said that Rodney 
Glenn King "got a lesson in driver’s 
ed he will not soon forget ...Unfortu¬ 
nately for the LAPD, an amateur pho¬ 
tographer caught the proceedings, and 
the videotape made national TV again 
and again." 

Buchanan predicts that "few w* join 
the anpiehed protests" because "the real 
raasm in America" is not "embedded" in 
whites but on the other side.

But I think that I picked it up from my stepmother. 
Bunny—a breathtakingly vague and eiegant woman and one of 
South Florida's (peat ladies who lunch: the original Frosted Rake. 

Wien my father found her. I've been told, she was a 19-year- 
oid cracker with pigtails and braces. Perfect for a twice-divorced, 
middle-aged man with a penchant for playing P>grrulion 

And Bunny, as if to the manner bom. acquired the conve¬ 
nient ability to throw a blanket over anything as unpleasant as a 
truck-driving father and ornery ex-husband, and almost no edu¬ 
cational background to speak of. That is how you become a 
great lady of South Florida, you see. 

And while often, for me, just get¬ 
ting through the day is like wading

Inside OutWrite 

The National Lesbian and Gay 
Writers' Conference 



tiooing had never obstructed the pur¬ 


ity Sarah Pettit 

What happens when 1,800 gay and 
lesbian writers, editors, journalists, illus¬ 
trators, readers and performers meet 
under one roof? A great deal of what 
one might anticipate and yet an even 
larger amount of what one might not. 
The OUT/LOOK Foundation, under 
whose auspices OUVDOOK quarterly is 
produced, has for the second year host¬ 
ed OutWrite, a gay and lesbian writers’ 
conference at San Francisco's Cathedral 
Hill hotel. 

It is a conference of considerable 
scope and ambition and thus able to 
enjoy, and mast sustain, a variety of suc¬ 
cesses and failures. With upwards of 50 
formally scheduled panels and work¬ 
shops planned over a two-day period, 
and numerous readings and perfor¬ 
mances complementing that hectic pro¬ 
gram, OutWrite b now clearly the largest 
gathering of its sort for gays and lesbians 
in and around the wrihng world. Anyone 
wandering the carpeted halls of the hotel 
might easily have glimpsed writers 
Dorothy Allison and Blanche Boyd chat¬ 
ting, poet Cheryl Clarke having a sand¬ 
wich. playwright Robert Patrick holding 
court, the executive director of the 
National Gay and Lesbian Task Force 
cruising girls with ACT UP/New York's 
legal counsel. This was also, however, an 
opportunity to learn the faces and names 
of many lesser-known artists now push¬ 
ing their way to prominence. 


In marked contrast 
to last year's conference, 

OutWrite got off to a 
rather uneasy beginning 
at Friday evening’s open¬ 
ing plenary session. Play¬ 
wright Edward Albcc, 
one of four honored 
speakers invited to 
launch the weekend, 
elicited a strong response 
from some conference- 
goers with his provoca¬ 
tive remarks. Audience 
members hissed, and one 
man was heard to shout, 

*Why not invite Buckley 
next year?* 

Albcc, whose ad¬ 
dress followed remarks 
by Paula Gunn Allen, 

John Rechy and Kate 
Millctt, challenged the 
efficacy of writing 'only 
on gay subjects. - Seek¬ 
ing to draw on the dis¬ 
tinctions implicit in what it might 
mean to be gay and to be a writer 
as opposed to a “gay writer,* the 
playwright exclaimed. "Down with 
ghettoization! - He also 
sought to explicate how 
as a white gay man he 
inhabited three separate 
‘minorities,’ and he 
noted that such a posi- 


suit of his ambitions. 

Albee’s plenary speech sparked 
heated debate among many OutWrite 
attendees, the most 
concrete manifestation 
of this being a letter 
from the Ad-Hoc Cau¬ 
cus of Lesbians and 
Gays of African 
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Descent to members of OutWrite's 
planning committee. It details various 
recommendations and objections— 
many of these elaborate on the percep¬ 
tion that 'last year SDiane Bogus and 
Essex Hemphill made .significant contri¬ 
butions to the spirit of the conference. 
This year many of us feel a diminished 
presence of such figures as they in pri¬ 
mary forums*—and contains a direct 
response to Alhec's address: *Jt is true 
that in a world where people of color 
are in a majority, and in which women 
outnumber and outlive men, AIbcc is 
indeed a minority. But what he failed 
to acknowledge, and what wc recog¬ 
nize, is tint he occupies a position of 
pnvilegc.* The caucus did. however, 
emphasize that they were 'grateful that 
[AJbee's) remarks generated a discus¬ 
sion between people of color who oth¬ 
erwise might not have come together 
at this conference.* 

The majority of panels and work¬ 
shops were conducted on Saturday and 
Sunday and ranged from the theoretical 
(The Ethics of Editing*) to the practical 
('Dues and Don'ts of Getting Pub¬ 
lished"), not forgetting the margins 
(The Other's Other Voting as a Sexual 
Minority Within a Sexual Minority*) or 
the modest ('Dykes and Dicks to Watch 
Out Fix: A Panel Discussion With Four 
Very Glamorous Cartoonists*). 

Although OutWrite's stated objec-

live on gender parity generally seems to 
have been well maintained throughout, 
a perception persisted that the concerns 
of African-American writers, so much in 
evidence at last year's conference, had 
been supplanted by a focus on Latino/a 
and Chicano/a issues. As one confer¬ 
ence-goer expressed. There’s a really 
huge Chicana/Chicano, Latino/Latina 
group here, and, you'd be a fool not to 


take advantage of that concentration of 
people, and that's a wonderful thing to 
see. but some Black folks are feeling 
like Latinos and Latinas are in and Black 
folks out* 

OUT/LOOK publisher Jeffrey Es- 
coffier, who emphasized the value of 
the endless and deep task of dialogue* 
at Friday evening's plenary, remained 
positive about the conference's overall 
achievements, understand¬ 
ing that some growing 
pains were inevitable: 
*1 think it went very 
well this year. The pan¬ 
els had much more 
diversity and range 
than last year’s panels, 
and, while it didn't 
have the same celebra¬ 
tory tone that wc had 
last year. I think many 
more differences sur¬ 
faced this year. We also 
continued talking seri¬ 
ously about the impor¬ 
tant issues facing gay 
and lesbian writers.* Or 
as conference partici¬ 
pant Robert Garcia 
remarked: ‘Overall, 
anytime queers get 
together to talk to each 
other, it's magical. We 
arc such a dynamic 
people * ▼ 




She Is Women

Helen Reddy, the invincible Aus¬ 
tralian expatriate, indelibly etched her 
voice and name on the consciousness of 
anyone hip enough to know about FM 
in the 70s and square enough to be 
beholden to AM in the '80s. Today a- 
transcontinental whirlwind schedule has 
her playing for the King and Queen of 
Sweden in a UNICEF benefit one night 
and conventioneers in Honda the next, 
followed by an extended American tour 
with Mel Tonne, a fateful pairing brought 
about when Maureen McGovern (of 
The Morning After” fame) had to drop 
out Yet under all the layers of show-biz 


glitz, Helen Reddy is a sharp, well- 
defined woman of contrasts. More than a 
polished old-school entertainer whose 
campy, retro 70s lounge act makes 
schmaltz an art, Helen Reddy is a free¬ 
thinker, an outsider and a rebel. She is 
someone who mentions Robin Morgan 
(feminist theorist and editor of the new 
Ms. magazine), the ecological impact of 
CD packaging and the crucial position of 
Palestine in the Gulf crisis, all in the 
same conversation. 

It b incongruous. Her work shows 
only a faint trace of what must be her 
daily consciousness—as libcral/radkal, 
ecologist, feminist, in other words, as 


‘other’—and that is in the anomaly "I 
Am Woman,* which is. interestingly 
enough, the only one of her top-40 hits 
that she actually wrote. 

Her first hit single was *1 Don't 
Know How to Love Him* from the 
Andrew Lloyd Webber musical Jesus 
Christ Superstar. *1 Am Woman" climbed 
to number one in 1972 and became the 
rite of passage for a generation of young 
women emerging in the second wave of 
feminism. Reddy's success continued 
unabated through the 70s with songs 
like ‘Angie Baby,* ‘Leave Me Alone 
(Ruby Red Dress)* and "Delta Dawn,* 
amortg others. 

In her silver anniversary year in 
America, Reddy has come a long way 
since her days doing odd jobs in New 
York and Chicago while chasing the elu¬ 
sive record-company contract. Building 
her career on persistence and talent, 
Reddy is dedicated to the craft of per¬ 
forming. Without a recording contract 
since 1982, she has decided now to press 
her own record on Helen Reddy, Inc., 
not willing k> be shuffled off to the K-td 
golden oldies bin. The album, Feel So 
Young, includes jazzified versions of 1 
Am Woman,* "Angie Baby* and ‘You 
and Me Against the World," along with 
fresh and able interpretations of other 
work. But it b still only a souvenir pack¬ 
age of the nightclub act, nothing more 
and nothing less. For as Reddy explains: 
‘People know me as a recording artist 
because that’s what they've been 
exposed to. But I am. first and foremost, 
a live performer.* 

Noelle Hanrahan: What inspired 
you to write a song like *1 Am Woman? 
There doesrrt seem to be anything else 
like that in your material of the period 
tint made such a personal statement 

Helen Reddy : Well, my first deal 
with Capitol was to make one single, 
two sides, and one of those sides was *1 
Don't Know How to Love Him.* When it 
started moving up the charts, the record 
company went into a kind of panic, 
because they didn't have an album to 
follow it. So they were very keen to rush 
me into the studio, and they wanted me 
to record what was on the top-ten at the 
lime—you know, like a recognizable 
tide. But I said: *Uh-uh. I've waited all 
these years to record an album, and I'm 
simply not going to be dictated to. I

At that tunc I had 
been involved in the 
women's movement for 
nine or ten months, and 
I'd been through a lot of 
struggles in my life at that point So I had 
in my mind all the images of the weak, 
helpless women, and I thought about all 
the women in my family, and all the 
women were strong as hell. The lines *1 
am strong/1 am invincible, 1 am woman* 
kept going over and over in my head, 
and I wasn't even too sure that I knew 
what 'invincible' meant, but I figured that 
was the 'divine inspiration ‘ pan of it 

Mi: How did you get it on the 
album? Did you have to fight for it? 

HR: Not particularly. I used to open 
my show with it. and during the opening 
song people arc too busy looking at 
you: Are you fat? Are you thin? Are you 
young? Arc you old? What are you wear¬ 
ing? They're nor really listening to the 
lyrics. No one paid too much attention to 
at, and it got no airplay whatsoever. The 
interesting thing was dial fan mail sin¬ 
gled it out. So more than a year later, 
when the women's movement had 
become very hot in the media. Para¬ 
mount wanted to rush out a quickie film 
to capitalize on it It was a little comedy 
called Stand ip and Be Counted, which 
actually wasn't bad. They pulled a lot of 
material from Robin Morgan's Sisterhood 
Is Pouvrfid, and they wanted to use *1 
Am Woman* as the theme, and I said, 
"Fine.* To coincide with the film coming 
out. it was suggested that I put the song 
out as a single So I wrote a third verse, 
and we re recorded it with a different 
arrangement, and that was the version 
that became a hr 

Nil: You also seem to have an enor¬ 
mous gay male following. Why do you 
think that 

HR: Well, I've been doing a gay 
cruise every year, which is one of the 
highlights of my year, to teQ you the truth. 
It's actually a company called RSVP that 
organizes it. and it's just so relaxing. 
Everybody's loose, and nobody's trying to 
prove that they're anybody they’re not 
It's just a lot of fun. I mean, if you can just 
see me in the bar at two AM singing 
‘Stout-Hearted Men" with all the guys 
{She laughs.) What can I say? 

NH: You've also done quite a few 
AIDS benefits in your career How did 
you first become aware of the crisis, and 


how did it affect you? 

HR: I've long ago 
lost count of the number 
of people I've known 
with AIDS. I think my 
personal involvement 
began [with a guy from) La Cage Aux 
Folks, a female-impersonator dub in LA. 
There was a guy there who used to do 
me, and we became friends—he'd come 
up to Vegas and watch me do my show. 
I showed him how I did my makeup, 
and we just became friends. He was 
stricken in the very early days. That was 
my fust involvement, but after he went, 
it was like an escalator, like a hall rolling 
down a hill. 

One just does what one can, and 
you know, I am also very involved in 
raising money and support for women's 
causes, particularly shelters for bartered 
and abused women and their children.

FROTHING GREEN bv Bedlam Rovers (Heyday Records). 
ACOUSTIC MUSIC PROJECT (Alias Records). 
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‘Guantanamenka*), the Sneetches and 
Jonathan Segel. a violinist who played 
with Camper van Beethoven and Eugene 
Chadboume. Of the lesser-known names 
(at least on this coast), the Movie Stars 
and Sonya Hunter particularly shine. 

Last but not least, Barbara Manning 
performs ‘Don't Rewind’ on Acoustic 
Music Project, and once again she con¬ 
firms her reputation as cult genius of the 
last few years. No one else around is 
capable of writing heart-wrenching 
songs as she does. At once candid and 
worn by experience, she writes sad but 
not whiny songs, folk that rocks and 
rock that thinks and feds Manning is a 
songwriter cursed by bad luck and 
wrecked relationships, but she’s not 
afraid to show her anger along with her 
sadness, and she fights to make the best 
of it. She doesn't have time for self- 
pity—Joni Mitchell, or even Lucinda 
Williams, she ain). 

Manning appeared at the Knitting 
Factory on Feb. 23. opening for Yo La 
Tengo, who should have had the sense 
to let her headline. Alone with her guitar, 
the singer, visibly nerve-wracked by 
stage fright, managed to play almost an 
hour’s worth of songs taken from both 
her solo album and the one she put out 
with the band World of Pooh. Son Fran- 
cisco-bascd Heyday Records are finally 
reissuing Barbara Manning's first (and 
out-of-print) album on CD, along with 
six new songs.

The Philadelphia queer theater 
troupe. Avalanche, is making its Manhat¬ 
tan debut with two weekends of theater 
Avalanche, which is the nation's only 
multi-racial queer theater troupe, will 
present Menagerie, ‘a collection of 
queer stories, vigncncs of gay and les¬ 
bian life.’ according to the troupe’s 
founder, Tommi Avicolli 

Avicotli, a Philadelphia poet and 
editor of the Philadelphia Gay News. 
wntes many of Avalanche's performance 


pieces and is also one of thetr perform¬ 
ers. Me founded the troupe in July 1967 
’ft evolved out of a kit of other theater 
work I was doing with Philadelphia per¬ 
formance artists,’ says Avicolli. who had 
worked with Lactus, another gay theater 
group in Philadelphia, but they wanted 
a corporate structure, hierarchy and very 
traditional theater They were also 
focused on white gay men. I wanted 
women and people of all colors in my 
vision of theater. That's how Avalanche 
was bom.* 


Avalanche is one of the first queer 
theater troupes to focus on a multi-gen- 
dcr/multi-racul interpretation of theater. 
Robin Ban. an African-American lesbian 
in the group, claims that it's her best 
experience of theater ‘In other troupes 
it's always a question of all-male, all- 
white roles being altered to fit those of 
us who aren't white or male. Avalanche 
goes beyond nontradlttonal roles m the¬ 
ater—this isn’t simply nontraditional 
casting, but a real dedication to placing 
minorities in positive minority roles. As 
a Black woman, I have always been rel¬ 
egated to roles deemed fit for Black 
women: slut, strong Mama or some 
walk-on that has nothing to do with the 
show. In Avalanche. I'm offered a real 
voice, my work isn't censored, and I'm 
not 'typed.” 

Barr notes that theater roles arc ‘still 
written for white women, and women of 
color are nobbed of appreciation of the 
classics or degraded by representations 
that arc stereotypes. And if you're a les¬ 
bian, then there arc no roles whatsoever 
for you.* Avicolli hopes that Avalanche is 
changing all that. ‘My philosophy of thc- 


Those wacky and wild women of 
WOW are at it again in their latest romp 
through the lush subterranean landscape 
of female existence. The Proper FU ts a

formanoes, which deal with such issues as 
AIDS, sex, religion and equal rights for 
queers, women and people of color, often 
make audiences uncomfortable. ‘In 
Menagerie. ‘Avicolli notes, *wc have a cel¬ 
ebration of two women making love, a 
priest who throws down the chalice in 
anger at the Church during an ACT UP 
demo in St. Patrick’s Cathedral, a piece on 
racism m queer classified ads, a supermar¬ 
ket computer that outs corporate CEOs, a 
piece on lesbian pregnancy. These are 
issues that make people think. A lot of our 
stuff is humorous, and a lot of it is very 
angry. But it all does what I think theater 
should do—be theater for revolution.' 

Avicolli thinks that the gay theater 
that has made it to Broadway and the 
mainstream isn't what queer theater 
should be about. ‘Where arc the stories 
about lesbians, Asians, African Ameri¬ 
cans. Latinos, interracial couples? Plays 
like The Normal Heart and Tbrtb Song 
Trilogy arc acceptable to straights 
because they’re about white men who 
dont touch each other. What's the chal¬ 
lenge In that? Avalanche isn't about 


plucking an unsuspecting passenger 
from an airplane, a woman as a grease- 
ball nightclub owner introducing a new 
lip-synching sensation in a magenta 
sequined mini-dress who curses her 
boss in Spanish on stage and a star turn 
by Barbara Stanwyck 

It is hard to say what the ‘story* is 
in 7 be Proper FU. as there isnt a conven¬ 
tional narrative form 
one -can follow. 

Instead, there arc 
these garment-indus¬ 
try workers—some 
are wanru-bc design¬ 
ers slaving away for 


grumpy, paranoid, self-absorbed 
‘names." while others arc sweatshop 
laborers full of rebellion, scrappiness and 
unfulfilled dreams of revenge against 
their bosses. Everything we sec takes 
place on the floor of a mythical Seventh 
Avenue sweatshop, although we are 
treated to ‘atmosphere" and physical 
context through intermittent film dips of 
the on-stage characters walking around 
Manhattan or falling through the sky after 
King Kong has hurled them from the top 
of a skyscraper. This extra clement 
makes The Proper FU a kind of ‘sensor- 
round' black-box experience with lots of 
loud soundtrack, moving pictures and an 
out-of-control ensemble cast. 

As usual, the cast is hilarious, if a bit 
physically inexpert at times. This is not 
the first show I have seen at WOW Cafe 
where the sound of scraped knees and 
bonked foreheads punctuate the dark¬ 
ness between scenes. Aside from the 
technical imperfections that arc the risk 
of any show containing this much libidi- 
nal energy and punch, the cast gleefully 
spins from one song or monologue to 
the next with nary a nod at the glaring 
narrative rips and runs of the ‘text.' 

Dominique Dibbctl deserves espe¬ 
cial mention, if not for her almost elfm 
and yet compelling physical presence, 
then because she delivers some of the 
most bizarre lines without a hint of irony. 
She nearly blinds some of her fellow per¬ 
formers with her strangely self-contained 
style. Gail Freund does, however, vie for 
the spotlight with her deadpan delivery 
and world-weary whining Wearing a 
shiny white wig and a very outer-space 
variation on the Chanel suit (white with 
black trim), she moves through the show 
with a kind of solid throwaway authority 
that is perfectly suited to the off-balance 
humor of this play. Angela Wilson skill¬ 
fully contains some of the wild energy 
that her port demands by using her voice 
and body to rein in the over-thc-top 
quality of her lines. 

All the actors in this play arc funny 
and energetic. They move against the 
chaos of the show with aplomb and 
push camp to its most heady limits. 
Drag-queen divas beware. The Proper 
Fit is a fashion 
show rivaling any 
House Ball any¬ 
where, and its real- 
girl participants are 
definitely not ‘one 
size fits all.’W

One of a New Yorker's most 
essential pleasures is window-shop¬ 
ping. and. happily, the vtlrine of the 
moment is a pro-active 
one. The installation 
Love for Sale—Free Con¬ 
doms Inside b the result 
of a unique collaboration 
between Gran Fury, an 
AIDS-activbt collective, 
and PONY, or Prostitutes 
of New York, a sex- 
workers advocacy group. 

Placed in the New 
Museum's window on 
Broadway, the work con¬ 
fronts passersby with 
the world's first "Lovc- 
O-Meter"—a hot-pink 
wheel-of-fortune com¬ 
plete with phallus- and 
breast-spokes, spermoid 
bulb illuminations and 
inscriptions detailing *A 
Day in the Life of a Pro." 

Though the sex-for- 
money business -remains 
brisk, popular mythology' 
continues to picture 
prostitutes as "agents of 
death," carriers of the 
HIV virus. The truth, 

Gran Fury and PONY 
say, in a joint statement 
that accompanies the 
work, is that sex work b an esteemable 
occupation and that its professionals 
form a “vanguard of responsible sexual 
practice." An LED sign at the base of 
the window publicizes their call for the 
decriminalization of prostitution with 
politically helpful hints like "Prostitutes 
don't spread AIDS; amateurs do," and 
"Keep your church out of my crotch." 

The New Museum window b not 
the only evidence of Gran Fury's sin¬ 
gle-issue campaign to provoke an end 
to the AIDS crisb. The Kissing Doesn't 
KiU poster rides subways and buses in 
New York, Chicago. San Francisco and 
Los Angeles. Another poster decorating 


Don't Get AIDS/They Just Die From 
It*—a reference to the Centers for Dis- 


tunistic infections most common to 
HIV-positivc women from its definition 
of an AIDS diagnosis 

Equally sensitive to its own com¬ 
position as predominantly gay, white 
and male, Gran Fury has for some time 
been seeking a way to share their 
access to public forums with other con¬ 
cerned organizations. Because gays 
and lesbians are discriminat¬ 
ed against in ways strikingly 
similar to those of sex work¬ 
ers, the collaboration with 
PONY was a natural one, 
with effective—even enter- 


New Museum spokesperson 
Robert Blanchon reports that the insti¬

Tornado,’ the worn de guerre of 
one PONT member, reports that two 
passing policemen spotted the Love Jor 
Sale installation, parked their car (a 
standard Plymouth Gran Fury—from 
which the collective derives its name) 
and came into the museum during the 
opening 'grinning from ear to car and 
saying it was one of the best things 
they’d seen. ..They came in to congrat¬ 
ulate us.’ 

By and large, Gran Fury's work 
has been met with a warm reception. 
Since 1987, when it came into exis¬ 
tence with another New Museum 
installation called Let tire Record Sbour. 
this group of a dozen ACT UP mem¬ 
bers has achieved celebrity-like status 
in the art world, where enthusiasm for 
its efforts has led to support for a win¬ 
dow at the Whitney Museum and an 
invitation to participate In the 1990 
Venice Biennale. 

*1 think people arc desperate to 
get some kind of representation of the 
reality of AIDS,’ Loring McAlpin of 
Gran Fury says ’Especially if it 
indudes the reality of our sexuality. I 
think the art world recognizes it’s 
important work, and if they don’t fund 


it, no one will.* 

Last summer, in Chicago, the Ris¬ 
ing Doesn't Kill campaign generated 
such a great furor that the mayor asked 
his transit authority to put up less- 
explicit ads. In Venice, according to 
Gran Fury's Michael Noeslcin. the 
group was condemned as ’blasphe¬ 
mous’ by the archbishop there, while 
the Biennale director tried to censor the 
work—only to sec the text of a piece 
criticizing the Catholic church's position 
on condoms and clean needles quoted 
at length in the Italian press. *So our 
ideas were disseminated all the further,” 
Noeslcin says, laughing. 

Gran Fury’s future plans call for a 
collaboration with five community- 
based service organizations on a series 
of billboards. Even with wide support, 
adequate funding is still difficult to 
come by. portly because of recent state- 
budget cuts, and partly because the 
AIDS crisis reaches so deeply into a 
grab-hag of politically hot social ills like 
homophobia, racism, homelessness and 
addiction. "That's why.’ McAlpin says, 
*it’s gotten so out of control If in 1981. 
or even in 1983, the government had 
taken the AIDS crisis seriously, it could 
have been dramatically different right 
now,.,.a very different picture.’

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but tragic because there never was a 
smoother blend of actress and character. 

The parallels between Diana's free¬ 
wheeling, anything-at-least-once attitude 
and Christie's own off-screen image were 
a '60s prototype in the making: Before 
Darting got her an Oscar and the cover 
of Life. Christie was the woman who per¬ 
petually apartment-hopped among her 
friends. She attended the Oscar ceremo¬ 
ny in gold lamt evening pajamas and big 
hoop earrings; back when 'commune' 
was still a verb, her date was a bedmate 
who was not her husband. (The follow¬ 
ing year she pulled a fast one on Edith 
Head and gave the Oscar telecast its first 
miniskirt, much to Head's honor.) The 
double whammy, Christie and Darting 
hit people where they lived: Within six 
months of seeing Darling, a woman I 
know, the most Westchester of gals, was 
living in London with a rock singer. 

Darting, in fact, is all but atremblc 
with nascent liberation. Directed by John 
Schlesingcr and written by Frederick 
Raphael (who also went home with 
Oscar), the film is a savage satire of con¬ 
temporary British anomie It goes so for 
as to have Christie read the most sacred 
of odes to JoOy Okie, the 'scepter’d isle' 
^*ech from Richard R as the prelude to 
scoring a little career advance and cash 
off a smarmy politico. The central charac¬ 
ters are all blissfully dislocated and tbe 
periphery is even emptier After smiling 
down an unruly dinner guest, Diana's 
suburban older sister rings the praises of 
her hairdresser, a Roumanian refugee 


who gives her hair "volume, you know, 
and that's what I like.* They move against 
a backdrop of unilateral shallowness and 
glaring fixation; a series of man-in-the- 
street interviews by Diana’s jourmUst/first 
victim, Dirk Bogarde, indude a teenage 
Briton and a middle-aged businessman 
who see Britain’s worst modem problem 
as, respectively, traffic and homosexuals. 

From there, Darting switches to full 
‘60s demolition mode, tickling taboos 
with drunken-sailor relish. Diana is 
inspired to throw a housewarming party 
by the sight of "the two most gorgeous 
Negroes you ever saw running up the 
stairs.* Shortly after an arranged miscar¬ 
riage. she crosses the English countryside 
by train wearing a trenchcoat over a 
nightgown. When questionable business 
takes Diana to Paris, Schlesinger makes 
an excursion of his own into Fellini land 
via a night out among Parisian high-deca¬ 
dents. (And wasn) the sweetest touch of 
the '60s the idea that decadence is men¬ 
tal?) The revels involve a furry man in a 
lace corset, an angular woman in a man's 
hat and Diana's description of her escort, 
Laurence Harvey: *a pimp in a royal 
whorehouse.' Garden-variety homosexu¬ 
ality is, in fact, the only speciality act 
Darling presents without comment. 
Diana's photographer friend Malcolm is 
contemporary film’s first uncomplicated 
homosexual. The only character with a 
working grasp on life, he is more than 
comfortable with his sexuality: He alone 
equates sex with pleasure, thanks to a 
hunky Italian waiter. 


Never one to ignore a sexual gaunt¬ 
let, Diana has her way with the waiter, 
too, and shortly afterward makes her 
only direct observation on anything: *1 
could live without sex. I don) really like 
it very much.* Darting is uncompromis¬ 
ing in its judgment of Diana's all-encom¬ 
passing calculation: She gains the fame 
and wealth she desires, but the cost is 
complete emotional isolation. Christie, 
however, takes Diana into the open 
spaces beyond judgment through the 
sheer energy and emotional nakedness 
of her performances: There is no dis¬ 
cernible technique at work, only sus¬ 
tained, simmering spontaneity. The built- 
in contradictions are as dear as Christie's 
dusky voice in opposition to all that 
blond hair. (Raphael gives Christie's par¬ 
ticular comic gifts plenty of latitude, and 
no actress has ever gotten more laughs 
out of emotional myopia; ‘Quelle 
largesse 1 . I’m impressed’') A woman with¬ 
out a shred of self-knowledge. Diana is 
all appetite and no scruples, the kind of 
person who steals parking spaces. 
Thanks to Christie's instinctive frank¬ 
ness—it's as fearless a performance as 
exists—she is also one of the screen’s 
great sexual iconoclasts, an antiheroine 
who made potency a feminine preroga¬ 
tive. She crashlands but goes out swing¬ 
ing—with good reason. In Darling, 
Christie is centerstage in every scene. She 
got third billing, after her male co-stars.

A film that anpressed me very much 
and won the Teddy Award for best gay 
short was Relax by Christopher Newby 
Shot in black-and-white, except for the 
color 'Wood-stream’ sequences. Relax is 
an oncinc meditation on waging for an 
HIV-test result The protaganist grows 
impatient with his best friend's reassuring 
platitudes that he is ‘OK* and, in his pri¬ 
vate moments, scrubs his genitals franti¬ 
cally. checks for swollen lymph nodes, 
cats entire boxes of cookies and imagines 


his own suicide. He picks up a cute biker 
in an alley but cannot relax during sex 
Only when the sex s verbal or when oil 
is squirted on his chest, is he comfortable 
and ecstatic. Stunning with its riveting 
images and intravenal sounds, the film 
subtly relates different kinds of waiting: 
waiting to get picked up. waiting for love, 
waiting for a test result, waiting to get 
sick, waking to die. 

Oaw Your Bye by James Carman » 
a surrealistic whirlwind of shadows and 
silhouettes, a disturbing enigma about 
the narurc of vision. This short preceded 
The Griften and. although significantly 
shorter, is infinitely better 

The two films which won Teddy 
Awards for best gay features, fiction 
and documentary, were the Sundance 
duo, Todd Haynes’ Poison and Jennie 
Livingston's Pans Is Burning The latter 


is a dynamic and engaging documen¬ 
tary about the Black and Latino gay 
subculture that gave birth to the phe¬ 
nomenon of Vogue Balls. Livingston 
reveals the 'rcalness* of her subjects, 
on and off the Vogueing runway. 
Haynes’ Poison is an innovative and 
problematic work, a Genet-inspired 
cinematic puzzle, which demands and 
deserves intelligent criticism. 

John Greyson's Tbe Making of 
‘Monsters’ is a dever and entertaining 
short about a serious matter. On June 
21. 1985, five teenagers beat to death a 
homosexual man in Toronto ‘Monsters’ 
is a mock documentary about the mak¬ 
ing of a film musical about this fatal gay¬ 
bashing and employs a wealth of 
Rrcchnan devices to explore its subject. 
In fact. Brecht himself appears in the 
film as a Cheshire Cat-like catfish, inces¬ 
santly giving unsolicited advice to the 
director of the film, a Soviet realist 
turned bourgeois Greg Lukacs. (Kurt 
Weill appears later in the fish tank as 
Brecht's boyfriend.) 

‘Monsters’ is full of gay rewrites of 
Brecht-Wcill songs, such as ‘Mack the 
Knife,’ and includes a hilarious dance 
sequence with boys in jockstraps playing 
hockey. The film culminates in an imita¬ 
tion rock video: a Black lesbian sur¬ 
rounded by burning tires sings brazenly 
about basiling back. This film is sure to 
be a hit in New York. 

Ngozi Onwurah. a Black woman 
from England, made the remarkably 
enchanting short film Tbe Body Beauti¬ 
ful Here the filmmaker explores the 
relationship between her beautiful black 
body and her mother’s mastectomized, 
aging white body A painful and poetic 
e x perience, the film's images ripped into 
my own body with visceral serenity. 

Tbe Cynical Body by Heinz 
Emigholz is a somewhat-nonsensical but 
anarchic treat for the eyes Deranged 
and oblique angles arc the norm, with 
wacky architecture to match (a Gaudi in 
Barcelona and a neo-Gothic structure 
outside of Paris) and occasionally, boys 
fucking on rocks. 

Pre- and post-fucklng scenes are 
the bulk of Ron Peck’s historically inter¬ 
esting yet cincmatically comatose 
Nigbtbawks (1979) about a gay English 
schoolteacher The best part is when the 
teacher comes out to his students in 
response to a rumor about his quccr- 
ncss Far more laudable is the feature- 
length Strip Jack Naked, a personal

filmmaker left the more queer and militant 
scenes on the cutting-room floor A further 
coming out. Strip attempts to bury the 
corpse of internalized homophobia. 

Personal films were well represent¬ 
ed in the New York experimental pro¬ 
gram. Marguerite Paris' 1970 Gay Pride 
Marches is a silent poem of the endless 
struggle for dignity. Also silent, and 
more militant, is Jim Hubbard's docu¬ 
mentation of the more recent AJDS- 
haunted Pride marches, Elegy in the 
Streets. Hubbard's exquisitely colored 
images unite the personal with the polit¬ 
ical, as he includes pictures of his dead 
lover and ACT UP footage. Jerry 
Tartaglia raises hell with his personal 
and political statement, Final Solutions, 
an unrelenting analysis of AIDS in a con- 
sumerist culture. His Remembrance is a 
comic masterpiece, as he relates his gay 
identity to Bette Davis' screen persona. 
Tania Cypriano's Viva Eu b a candid and 
loving portrait of a Kaposi's sarcoma- 
ridden friend in Brazil who eventully 
succumbed to the disease after seven 
years of survival. 

Forbidden Love by Vladislav Kvav 
nkka is a fascinating documentary about 
homosexuality in Czechoslovakia. 
Although discrimination makes life miser¬ 
able for gay Czechs, the filmmaker inter¬ 
views couples who fondle each other 
while lounging in their underwear. I look 
forward to many more gay films from 
Eastern Europe and the Soviet Union 

Smaller films of interest include 
Monika Treut's My Father Is Coming. 
about a frustrated German actress living 
in the East Village. Her father visits only 
to discover that his daughter is a wait¬ 
ress and has become a lesbian. Annie 
Sprinkle dazzles us with her charming 
vulgarity. No Skin Off My Ass by Bruce 
La Bruce is the kind of film you see at 
midnight—its grainy black-and-white 
vfritfc style recalls Warhol's Trash Loose¬ 
ly based on Robert Ahman s That Cold 
Day in the Park with a happy ending. 
No Skin is about a hairdresser obsessed 
with a cute skinhead. The skinhead’s sis¬ 
ter is a lesbian filmmaker who manages 
to get her brother to undress for every 
scene. The semi-funny deadpan lines 
actually work. Rosa von Praunheim's 
Affengeil is an affable portrait of that 
geriatric wonder. Lorn Huber, a German 
Jewess with more tricks up her sleeve 


since Anita, Dances of Vice. Peter Adair's 
Absolutely Positive interviews are mov¬ 
ing, yet this 'quiky* film has no bite and 
contains a few perverse interjections by 
the filmmaker ("It’s more glorious to sur¬ 
vive a fatal disease than it is to die from 
a manageable one*). 

The Berlin Rim Festival is a scene. 
Filins are an excuse for people to make 
connections. Everyone is on the make. 
Party-going is de rlgueur. There was 
even one at the Apollo Sauna! At one 
party, I bumped into Chantal Akerman, 
who told me that she wants to make a 
film about the Jewish Diaspora. The 
gay Jewish Diaspora?* 1 asked. At 
another gay shindig, Isaac Julian ( Look¬ 
ing for Langston) told me that he just 
finished a "conventional* film called 
Young Soul Rebels It's about two Black 
boys, one gay and one straight. Sound 
conventional to you? Isherwood would 
be thrilled. ▼ 


AIDS THIS WEEK

Included in the comprehensive bill 
are two proposals from Republican Rep 
Connie Morelia of Maryland addressing 
the special needs of women with AIDS. 

"According to the Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control, women now comprise the 
fastest-growing group of persons with 
AIDS in this country," said Mordla in a 
letter asking for congressional support for 
her measure. *1 have introduced legisla¬ 
tion to remedy the neglect of the growing 
AIDS epidemic among women. The two 
bills would encourage research on HIV in 
women and would improve access to 
health services for women with AIDS in 
this country.* 

The first proposal, the Women and 
AIDS Research initiative, would authorize 
an additional $10 million within the NIH 
and the ADAMHA for research into the 
transmission, development and treatment 
of HIV in women. The measure would 
also authorize $6 million to create the 
Community Based Clinical Research Ini¬ 
tiative, which would seek to expand clin¬ 
ical trials to women and provide support 
services such as child care and trans¬ 
portation for women participating in 
medical trials. 

Morelia's other proposal in the bill, 
the Women and AIDS Outreach and Pre¬ 
vention Act, would authorize $10 million 
for HIV prevention and education pro¬ 
grams through family-planning clinics 


and other public-health programs. 

Included in the mammoth bill is a 
provision from Democratic Rep. Mary 
Rose Okar of Ohio allowing for an addi¬ 
tional $25 million to be earmarked for 
breast-cancer research and another pro¬ 
posal from Democratic Rep Patsy Mink 
of Hawaii authorizing an annual $30 mil¬ 
lion to be targeted for basic research into 
developing an early-detcction test for 
ovarian cancer. ▼

of readers, mo* of whom arc straight. ll 
would be unfair if I were pitched for the 
sheer entertainment of all the breeders 
(which I was), without al least letting 
diem read my opinion. But that is exactly 
what Kennedy decided to do. 

Of the nine writers, all but 
three—whether they loved or hated 
the movie—pointed out that it was 
homophobic And those three were the 
only Voice staffers on the panel Two 
of them used the wonderful art of 
deflection and chose not to address the 
issue (Gary Indiana spent all his time 
raving about the monster Signorile. and 
Amy Taubin went off on some or her 
tangent) Cindy Carr, however, whirled 
herself into a dervish of denial and 
spun out all sorts of excuses about 
how the killer wasn't really gay And 
Kennedy would later pull herself down 
deeper on this one. coming up with an 
even more ridiculous rationalization 
than Carr's for why the killer and one 
of his male victims weren’t lovers. 

(And yet. in a rigorous interview 
with David Ehrcnsrcin in the Advocate, 
Jonathan Demme admits that the killer 
and the transvestite he kilted were 
indeed lovers. But I suppose that Carr 
and Kennedy know better than the 
director himself.) 

Of course, at this point, this story is 
all about protecting egos and shoring up 
the Thief's rep. It’s also all about nailing 
Signorile. Out Week and those darned 
activists We'd crossed a line of some 
sort, finally calling them on some¬ 
thing—especially Indiana and Carr, 
whose opportunism, revealed In their 
puffy interviews with the director and 
the star I'd attacked. And suddenly they 
all began coughing up lots of phlegm 
and bile that they'd apparently been gag¬ 
ging on for the post two years 

After Indiana's original rampage, 
there would be weeks of further attacks 
Lisa Kennedy wrote that my position as a 
'spokesperson* is 'self-appointed,' as if 
she got elected senior editor—or maybe 
the Fairy Queen appointed her. Guy Tre¬ 
bly attacked me for outing Jodie Foflcr 
when he oulrd her himself, coyly refer¬ 
ring to her as “well, let's call her a famous 
young actress who's much in the news." 
(Who were you talking about, Guy, 5hd- 
ley Winters?) 

And Trebay gave a lot of shit to 


the activists who have been busy past¬ 
ing up posters downtown of Merv Grif¬ 
fin and Jodie Foster, labeled 'Absolute¬ 
ly Queer.’ How schizoid. He recently 
championed Queer Nation, in a Vblce 
cover story, for the group's visibility 
actions, including, among other things, 
their outing people on street posters 
and at events—and he eagerly used 
the names of both kd lang and Greg 
Longa ms as examples 

And just last week, C Carr belched 
up the most reactionary, reductive, 
regressive anti-outing piece I've so far 
seen—even among the right-wingers 
who attacked us last year. Word has it 
that the Voice fact-checkers themselves 
were hooting with laughter as they 
perused her copy. 

Cindy, there are actually some rather 
progressive anti-outing arguments going 
around—even among my colleagues 
Sarah Pettit and Andrew Miller here at 
CWVbnk—IxH your piece is really none. 
You sound like some sort of Biblc- 
thumper “Outing must stopT Oh, please. 
Where the hell have you been for the 
past couple of years? Nodding out in a 
sooty comer of some dark performance 
space on the Lower East Side? 

You whine ort *Wc have lost thou¬ 
sands to an epidemic which is fir from 
over. We live in a world of Helmses and 
Dannemcycn We are offictally-tllegal in 
many states. We can't marry. We cant 
join the military And we re out picket¬ 
ing David Geffcn? How can we go on 
trivializing our oppression this wayT 
As if your column has covered the 
front line of activist politics W- know all 
about oppression, Qndy Read our nug- 
azine some time. YOU. CINDY CARR, 
HAVEN'T WRITTEN SHIT, SITTING IN 
YOUR COMFY HOLE AT THE VOICE 
AND SPOUTING THAT IVORY-TOWER 
DRIVEL It's actually wonderful to see 
you getting angry, riled up and excited 
about something Now if we could only 
direct you toward the proper monsters, 
perhaps you could do some good 

Thankfully, no one has ever waited 
around for the Hrtcr's permission on a 
call-to-arms over the issues that are 
killing us—from homophobia in the 
movies to AIDS. And after this whole 
debacle, which writers there seem 
obsessed with covering up, twisting 
themselves into queeriy shaped pretzels, 
rs net likely many people ever will 
Clean up your act. Or shut up 
aiready.W

Last year, with the resurgence of 
activist interest in gay and lesbian 
programing, Scagliotti remembered In 
the Life. 

‘1 looked into my old file, dusted 
it off, added contemporary information 
and sent it off to 13 and 31.* he said 
Channel 31 responded affirmatively, 
while WNET/Channcl 13 rejected the 
program on the grounds that airing hi 
the Life would, for fairness' sake, 
require the station to give air time to 
every other under-served community 
as well. 

One of the more gratifying 
aspects of the project, Scagliotti said, is 
that WNYC has put their development 
department to work on securing fund¬ 
ing for the show. 

David Sit, managing director for 
television at WNYC, a small, publidy 
funded local UHF station, commented: 
"We want to support John. The station is 
making a commitment—we arc port of 
this endeavor. In a way, we re partners,* 

In regard to the boycott of 
WNYC’s sister station, Channel 13. 
Scagliotti expressed the hope that boy- 
cotters will reinforce their expressed 
commitment to queer programing by 
pledging dollars withheld from Chan¬ 
nel 13 to hi the Life. 

But having attained the goal of 
providing New York with its own reg¬ 
ularly scheduled gay television pro¬ 
gram, Scagliotti is reaching even far¬ 
ther. "By 1992, we hope to have a 
major underwriter to put it on the 
satellite for national broadcast,* he 
acknowledged.

FEDS SAY ACT UP 
MAY HAVE 
BROKEN LAWS 

WASHINGTON—The Federal Sec¬ 
tion Commission issued a preliminary 
finding in mid-February that ACT 
UP/D strict of Columbia, ACT UP/5 an 
Francisco, the Dallas Gay Alliance and 
the Tarrant County (Texas) Gay Alliance 
may have violated federal election law 
when they worked to defeat Republican 
Sen. Jesse Helms via boycotts of Miller 
beer and Marlboro cigarettes. 

The gay groups targeted the prod¬ 
ucts last summer because parent corpora¬ 
tion Philip Morris gave money to Helms 
and a museum being built in his honor. 
Activists hoped that publicity generated 
by the boycotts would highlight Helms' 
anti-human-rights record and result in 
votes for his opponent, Harvey Gantt. 

The FEC lawyers said that there is 
•reason to believe* that the activist groups 
functioned as political action committees 
without registering with the commission 
as required by law. Federal law defines a 
RAC as any group that receives or spends 
mote than $1,000 per year to influence an 
election for federal office. 

The complaint against the gay 
groups was filed with the FEC last August 
by Re-Elect Jesse Helms, an independent 
arm of the Conservative Campaign Fund. 

Commenting on the preliminary 
FEC ruling, ACT UP/DC member Michael 
Petrelis said, “This is the long arm of 
Hdms reaching out through the FEC to 
sdenoe gay and AIDS activists.* 

Petrelis and ACT UP member nancy 
Solomon were also named as defendants 
in the complaint, but the FEC found no 
reason to bdieve that they violated elec¬ 
tion law as individuals, 

ACT UP/DCs Emmett Underwood 
says that he finds it ironic that ’a small 
group of activists on a shoestring budget 
make an appeal for corporate account¬ 
ably and are told that their free speech 
violated federal bw, but Philip Morris, the 
largest food and tobacco company in the 
world, can legally curry favor with Jesse 
Helms by helping to build a museum in 
his name.’ 

Ihe boycotts of Miller beer and Marl¬ 
boro cigarettes were recently expanded 
by ACT UP/San Francisco to indude 
products of the RJ Reynolds company, 


especially Camd and Winston cigarettes 
and Oreo cookies, which are manufac¬ 
tured by Reynolds subsidiary Nabisco. 

ACT UP charges that Reynolds has 
donated $750,000 to Helms and the 
Helms museum—a sum substantially 
higher than Morris' contributions, which 
totaled around $200,000.

HEY: ANYONE 
CAN GET 
HITCHED IN SAN 
FRANCISCO 

SAN Francisco—Gay and lesbian 
couples everywhere may formalize their 
relationships under Son Francisco's new 
domestic-partnership registration law. 

Simply write to the San Francisco 
county derk for the form, go to a notary 
public in you own town together and 
sign it. give a copy to a witness, and you 
arc formalized. 

Only those who live or work in Son 
Francisco may fife the form with the San 
Francisco county clerk, however, and 
receive the stylish registration certificate. 

Still, your legislation will most like¬ 
ly be a legal contract in your own city, 
county, state, province or country. 

About 300 gay and lesbian couples 
registered their relationships at Son Fran¬ 
cisco City Hall on Valentine's Day—the 
day the new law took effect 

Although registration does not grant 

as the right to be on a partner's work 
health-insurance policy—it does create a 
number of fega! responsibilities. 

According to the American Qvil Lib¬ 
erties Union, registered partners acquire 
the duty to assure that their partner has 
food and shelter, and even some medical 
and insurance costs. 

'If your partner can’t get food or 
shelter for herself or himself,* the ACLU 
continued, 'she or he can make you get 
them. She or he could get a court order,* 
the ACIJU wrote in information distribut¬ 
ed to a bout-to-bc registered partners. 

Attorney Man Coles of the ACLU of 
Northern California says that these 
responsibilities will usually extend to 
partners elsewhere who sign the form 
before a notary public.
